Qualitative  Analysis  for  Junior  Students. 

A MIXTURE  of  not  more  than  three  salts  will  form  the 
subject  of  the  next  exercise  in  qualitative  analysis. 
The  mixture  will  comprise  acids  and  inorganic  bases  occur- 
ring in  the  British  Pharmacopoeia,  and  is  to  be  submitted 
to  a  thorough  systematic  examination,  all  its  constituents 
are  to  be  detected,  and  proof  is  to  be  given  that  the  sub- 
stances detected  are  the  only  constituents  of  the  mixture. 

Students'  applications  for  portions  of  the  mixture  of 
salts  (accompanied  by  a  stamjied  and  addressed  envelope, 
marked  "  Corner  for  Students  "  on  the  top  left-hand  corner) 
will  be  received  up  to  Tuesday,  April  23,  and  the  samples 
will  be  posted  on  the  following  day. 

Students'  reports  will  be  received  up  to  Saturday, 
May  4.  Each  report  should  contain  a  concise  account  of 
the  work  done,  and  should  include  a  list  of  the  constituents 
detected.  In  this  list  any  substance  regarded  as  an  acci- 
dental impurity  should  be  distinguished  from  the  essential 
constituents  of  the  salts  composing  the  mixture. 

Special  Notice. — The  prizes  in  this  series  of  analyses 
will  be  awarded  only  to  apprentices  or  assistants  who  are 
preparing  for  the  Qualifying  examination  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  of  Great  Britain  or  of  Ireland,  which  fact 
must  be  attested  on  their  reports.

Strike,  Ltd.,  seedsmen,  25  Corporation  Road, 
Middlesbrough,  have  applied  to  the  Town  Council  for  a 
poison-licence. 

At  the  Llanerchymedd  Children's  Eisteddfod  held  last 
week  Miss  Kate  Parry,  aged  fifteen  years,  the  daughter 
of  Mr.  J.  A.  Parry,  chemist  and  druggist,  won  the  chair 
prize. 

It  is  stated  that  the  Brandon  (co.  Durham)  Co-operative 
Society  is  considering  the  advisability  of  establishing  a 
drug-department  in  connection  with  the  health  provisions 
of  the  National  Insurance  Act. 

The  off-wine  licence  attached  to  the  business  of  the  late 
Mr.  Geo.  Lee,  chemist  and  druggist,  at  the  High  Cross 
Pharmacy,  Barnstaple,  has  been  transferred  to  his  suc- 
cessor, Mr.  Henry  Trembath,  Ph.C. 

The  Teddington  District  Council  has  accepted  the  offer 
of  Mr.  W.  E.  Gould,  chemist,  of  Broad  Street,  Tedding- 
ton,  to  look  after  the  surgical  instruments  recently  ob- 
tained for  the  mortuary,  and  accorded  him  a  vote  of 
thanks  for  his  offer. 

An  "Amend  the  Act  League"  is  in  process  of  forma- 
tion at  the  headquarters  of  the  National  Union  of  Con- 
servative Associations,  with  the  object  of  preparing  the 
way  for  a  drastic  amendment  of  the  National  Insurance 
Act  when  the  Opposition  again  come  into  power.  Mr. 
Worthington  Evans,  M.P.,  is  Chairman  of  the  League. 

Sir  Jesse  Boot,  of  Boots  Cash  Chemists,  Ltd.,  has 
acquired  the  larger  portion  of  180-182  Regent  Street, 
London,  W.,  which  includes  six  large  storeys  and  has  a 
total  floor  area  of  some  36,000  ft.  The  premises  are  tn  be 
adapted  as  a  branch  of  the  company's  business,  which  thus 
gets  a  footing  in  the  West-end  of  London.  The  rental  is 
stated  to  go  well  into  four  figures. 


Mr.  Charles  W.  Sedgwick,  an  electrical  engineer,  the 
son  of  a  Blackpool  chemist  (there  is  none  of  that  name  on 
the  register)  was  a  passenger  on  the  Titanic.  A  few  days 
before  setting  sail  he  was  married  at  Liverpool  to  Miss 
Adeline  Carrington,  of  Aigburth.  Mr.  Sedgwick  is  not 
in  the  list  of  saved.  His  bride  originally  intended  ac- 
companying him,  but  was  persuaded  to  remain  behind  for 
a  time. 

Eclipse  of  the  Sun. 

Chemists  report  a  large  demand  for  camphor  during 
the  eclipse  of  the  sun  on  Wednesday,  April  17,  the  smoke 
from  burning  camphor  being  employed  for  preparing 
smoked  glass  for  viewing  purposes.  A  chemist-optician 
in  the  City  of  London  sold  at  6d.  each  some  dozens  of 
pieces  of  smoked  glass  mounted  like  lantern-slides. 

Mr.  Charles  E.  Dodsley,  of  Birkenhead,  sends  us  an 
account  of  how  he  photographed  the  eclipse  from  the  back 
of  his  pharmacy.  We  extract  the  following  from  his 
manuscript  : 

I  got  all  ready  in  good  time  this  morning  during  quiet 
moments.  The  most  difficult  thing  was  getting  the  camera 
fixed  in  a  rigid  position  at  the  requisite  angle  on  an 
ordinary  tripod  and  rack  out  to  the  full  without  it  toppling 
over.  However,  by  fore-shortening  the  front  leg  and  swing- 
ing it  between  the  other  two  to  form  a  back  rest,  I  got  a 
firm  base,  on  which  I  was  able  to  swing  the  camera  body 
round  on  the  turntable,  and  thus  follow  the  sun  through  the 
whole  of  the  eclipse  without  readjusting. 

I  loaded  up  with  the  slowest  plates  I  had — viz.,  Imperial 
Process  plates — and  got  a  somewhat  startling  surprise  with 
the  trial  exposure,  which  I  made  just  as  the  moon's  shadow 
commenced  to  impinge  on  the  sun's  disc.  The  extreme  tilt 
rendered  any  focussing-cloth  unnecessary  ;  indeed,  a  brilliant 
image  was  visible  the  whole  time,  which  could  be  observed 
at  an  obtuse  angle  without  the  least  inconvenience  to  the 
eyes.  Thus  I  noticed  the  commencement  of  the  eclipse  on 
the  focussing-screen  before  I  had  detected  it  through  a  dark 
glass.  First  I  stopped  down  to  F.  32,  and  used  the  cap 
for  making  the  exposure,  approximately  two  seconds.  On 
developing  with  the  developer  as  per  formula  on  the  box,  I 
found  the  thing  hopelessly  over-exposed  ;  so  much  so,  indeed, 
that  the  sun's  image  became  reversed  in  the  course  of 
development,  and  the  plate  fogged.  Immediately  I  there- 
fore made  a  second  exposure,  using  the  same  stop,  but 
ss -second  exposure ;  time,  11.15.  This  panned  out  all  right, 
but  not  ras  sharp  as  desirable.  The  other  three  plates  were 
taken  with  F.  64  stop  and  75 -second  exposure,  the  times  being 
about  as  stated  beneath  the  photographs.  I  was  not  able  to 
take  a  snap  just  at  the  time  of  maximum  obscurity,  which  I 
judged  would  have  been  at  the  time  I  intended  taking  the 
third  plate — namely,  12.15 — when  the  sun  showed  as  a 
crescent  almost  exactly  over  the  top  side  of  the  moon. 
Mr.  Dodsley  sends  four  prints  with  these  notes,  show- 
ing the  eclipse  at  11.15  a.m.,  11.45  a.m.,  12.30  p.m.,  and 
12.50  p.m. 

The  Funeral  of  Dr.  Edward  Divers. 

The  funeral  of  the  late  Dr.  Edward  Divers,  F.R.S., 
ex-President  of  the  Society  of  Chemical  Industry,  took 
place  at  Brookwood  Cemetery  on  Thursday,  April  11, 
after  a  Requiem  Mass  at  Our  Lady  of  Victories,  Ken- 
sington. Among  those  present  either  at  the  service  or  at 
the  cemetery  were  the  Comte  and  Comtesse  de  Labri  (son- 
in-law  and  daughter),  Mrs.  Tilden  (daughter),  Miss 
Moylan  (niece),  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Clarke  and  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Beaumont  (nephews  and  nieces),  Mrs.  Watson-Will  and 
Miss  Watson-Will,  Sir  William  Tilden,  F.R.S.,  Professor 
Gowland,  F.R.S.  ;  Prof essor  J.  Emerson  Reynolds,  F.R.S., 
and  Mr.  Carr  representing  the  Chemical  Society ;  Dr. 
Rudolph  Messel,  F.R.S. ,  Dr.  F.  B.  Power,  and  Messrs. 
Thomas  Tyrer,  Walter  F.  Reid.  H.  Hemingway,  E. 
Grant  Hooper,  J.  H.  Coste,  and  C.  G.  Cresswell  repre- 
senting the  Society  of  Chemical  Industry  ;  Professor  Hodg- 
kinson  and  Mr.  Pilcher  representing  the  Institute  of 
Chemistry  ;  Professor  Mondy  on  behalf  of  the  University 
of  Tokyo ;  and  Mr.  Julian  L.  Baker  representing  the 
Institute  of  Brewing. 

Masonic  Pharmacists.

Liverpool  Notes. 

Several  leading  Northern  "dailies''  are  showing  photo- 
graphs of  the  last  meeting  of  the  Birkdale  Urban  District 
Council  prior  to  its  amalgamation  and  conversion  into 
Greater  Southport.  Mr.  Charles  Hare,  chemist-optician, 
Birkdale,  appears  prominently  therein. 

There  are  still  more  changes  in  the  retail  drug-trade  in 
Liverpool.  On  April  11  the  stock  and  effects  of  Mr.  H.  J. 
Palmer,  chemist  and  druggist.  259  West  Derby  Road,  were 
sold  by  auction;  while  on  April  12,  to  quote  the  catalogue 
of  sale,  the  "goodwill,  fixtures,  stock,  household  furniture, 
and  jewellery  "  of  the  late  Mr.  W.  J.  Wright,  73  Queens 
Road,  Everton,  were  also  "hammered."  The  lots  offered 
were  evidently  taken  at  random — i.e.,  Lot  29,  "Quantity 
Id.  dyes,  labels,  feeding-bottle  parts,  and  Id.  requisites 
in  seven  drawers"  ;  Lot  61,  "Piece  of  glazed  partition, 
sundry  boxes,  and  drain-pipes  in  cellar."  One  also  finds 
Sanatus,  Melling's  Food,  etc. 

Messrs.  Lewis's,  Liverpool,  in  advertising  rc  "  The 
Doctor  and  the  Tailor,"  are  giving  chemists  a  "  fillip  "  as 
well.    The  advertisement  states  : 

A  doctor  has  nothing  but  his  professional  services  to  sell. 

The  knowledge  that,  directs  the  right  prescription  is  what 
you  pay  for.  The  actual  cost  of  the  medicine  you  get  from 
the  doctor  or  chemist  doesn't  amount,  to  much. 

All  doctors  do  not  supply  medicine.  It's  merely  a  con- 
venience if  they  do.  The  supplying  of  medicine  is  the  busi- 
ness of  the  chemist. 

The  doctor  sends   in  his  bill  for  professional  services 
rendered— for  advice,  for  treat mc nt— but  not  for  medicine. 
The  "  ad"  goes  on  to  say  how  different  is  it  with  the 
tailor — there  "  it's  all  a  matter  o'f  cloth." 

Kay's  Compound. 

At  the  Hackney  Coroner's  Court  on  Wednesday, 
April  17,  Dr.  W.  Wynn  Westcott  held  an  inquest  as  to 
the  death  of  Geo.  Watson  (43).  a  chest  and  trunk  maker. 
A  cousin  said  the  deceased  suffered  from  bronchitis,  and 
on  Saturday  had  a  fresh  attack,  and  said  he  would  get  a 
bottle  of  Kay's  Compound.  The  Coroner  :  "What  is  that, 
a  liniment  or  a  purgative?  "    Witness  :  "It  is  a  cough- 


stuff."  The  Coroner  :  "  Oh  !  "  Other  evidence  showed  that 
the  deceased  was  worse  on  Sunday,  and  went  upstairs  to 
lie  down,  and  was  later  found  dead  in  bed.  A  juror  asked 
if  the  Kay's  Compound  would  have  been  likely  to  kill 
the  man,  and  the  Coroner  said  it  was  hard  to  say,  but 
the  doctor  would  tell  them.  Dr.  W.  Henry  Jones,  of 
61  Mare  Street,  said  that  death  was  due  'to  heart-failure, 
due  to  bronchitis.  A  juror  :  "  Would  the  Kay's  Compound 
hasten  his  death?  "  Witness  :  "  I  expect  it  contains  mor- 
phia, and  would  not  do  him  much  good,  as  he  was 
suffering  from  bronchitis."  The  Coroner  said  it  was  a 
cough  or  expectorant  mixture  and  pretty  well  known,  and 
he  had  never  heard  anyone  say  that  it  had  caused  death. 
It  was  what  was  called  a  patent  or  quack  medicine,  and 
people  purchased  it  who  chose  and  took  it,  risking  whether 
it  suited  what  they  were  suffering  from  or  not.  If  people 
would  not  call  in  doctors,  they  had  to  take  their  own  risks. 
The  jury  returned  a  verdict  of  "Death  from  natural 
causes." 

From  Variovs  Courts. 

At  Bideford  on  April  9,  a  verdict  of  death  from  acci- 
dental suffocation  was  returned  at  the  inquest  on  Robert 
James  Alford  (17),  chemist's  assistant,  who  was  found 
dead  at  home  in  front  of  the  fireplace. 

At  Horncastle  (Lines)  on  April  13,  Joseph  Clarke, 
horseman,  was  fined  51.,  with  21.  9s.  6d.  costs,  for  unlaw- 
fully administering  arsenic  to  four  horses,  thereby  caus- 
ing them  to  suffer  from  acute  indigestion  and  diarrhoea. 

At  Marlborough  Street  Police  Court  on  April  16,  Sidney 
Jones  (37),  seaman,  and  William  Langford  (22),  labourer, 
were  each  sentenced  to  two  months'  hard  labour  for  break- 
ing a  window  at  the  shop  of  Dodd's  Drug  Stores,  Ltd., 
70  Tottenham  Court  Road,  London,  W.,  and  doing  damage 
to  the  extent  of  3/. 

At  Carlisle  on  April  15,  Mr.  Anthony  Nichol,  Ph.C, 
Treasurer  of  the  Carlisle  Angling  Association,  was  charged 
with  taking  an  unclean  fish  from  the  river  Eden.  The 
Magistrates,  after  retiring,  found  the  charged  proved, 
but  considered  that  Mr.  Nichol  would  not  knowingly  have 
taken  the  kelt.

Mr.  Robert  Stenhouse  and  Mr.  David  Harley,  chemists 
and  druggists,  Musselburgh,  are  among  the  signatories 
of  the  Musselburgh  Merchants'  Association,  which  has 
been  formed  to  foster  and  promote  trade  in  the  burgh  and 
district.  The  company  is  limited  by  guarantee,  and 
embodies  an  idea  which  may  be  useful  elsewhere  also. 

Councillor  Inman  has  now  presented  to  the  city  the  panel 
picture,  by  Mr.  Robert  Hope,  A.R.S.A..  for  the  decoration 
of  the  Council  Chamber,  to  which  reference  has  previously 
been  made  in  the  0.  <l-  l>.

in  1482.  On  behalf  of  the  Town  Council,  Lord  Provost 
Sir  W.  S.  Brown  thanked  the  donor  of  the  picture. 

The  first  meeting  of  the  Scottish  Medical  Insurance 
Council,  composed  of  representatives  of  medical  faculties 
and  doctors  in  Scotland,  was  held  on  April  12  and  13 
at  the  Royal  College  of  Surgeons,  Edinburgh.  Dr.  W. 
Russell  was  elected  Chairman,  and  Dr.  R.  C.  Buist  Deputy- 


Chairman.  A  number  of  resolutions  were  passed  unani- 
mously, including  one  affirming  adherence  to  the  "six 
cardinal  principles  "  and  adding  another  clause  demand- 
ing the  vesting  of  disciplinary  powers  in  some  "properly 
constituted  medical  body."  In  the  event  of  the  "  cardinal 
principles  "  not  being  embodied  in  the  regulations  of  the 
Commissioners,  it  is  proposed  to  prepare  a  scheme  for  a 
public  medical  service  to  be  carried  on  by  the  medical 
profession. 

Glasgow. 

The  enforcement  of  the  new  Board  of  Trade  regulations 
is  causing  extra  work  to  drug-houses  which  supply  medi- 
cines to  the  large  shipping  lines. 

Mr.  Haldane,  chemist  and  druggist,  has  now  opened 
his  new  premises  at  141  Garscube  Road.  The  new  shop 
is  more  commodious,  and  has  a  much  nicer  appearance  than 
the  one  just  vacated. 


FRENCH  NEWS. 

(From  the  "  C.  &  D."  Paris  Correspondent) 


The  New  Stables  and  Boxes  to  be  fitted  up  at  the 
Garches  stables  of  the  Pasteur  Institute  once  lodged 
Napoleon  III.'s  chargers  and  the  Prince  Imperial's 
favourite  ponies  in  the  Imperial  Palace  of  the  Louvre,  and 
had  lain  useless  for  over  forty  years,  when  it  was  decided 
to  give  them  to  the  Institute. 

Medical  Antiquities. — In  the  laboratory  of  Dr. 
Edouard  Dujardin-Beaumetz,  chief  of  the  "plague"  ser- 
vice at  the  Paris  Pasteur  Institute,  is  a  curious  little 
museum  of  medical  antiquities,  mostly  relating  to  the  1720 
epidemic  at  Marseilles.  The  cagoule,  or  monk-like  frock 
worn  by  doctors  and  others  brought  into  contact  with  the 
plague-stricken  to  avoid  contagion,  the  long-handled  pin- 
cers for  placing  lint  upon  the  wounds,  a  bigger  pair  which 
served  to  drag  away  dead  bodies,  etc.,  are  shown,  as  well 
as  a  plague-prevention  otter-skin,  bought  a  century  ago 
(January  15.  1812)  at  Bechins',  the  Paris  furriers,  and 
many  similar  souvenirs  of  the  past. 

Pasteur's  Parents. — Mr.  Rockefeller's  recent  contri- 
bution towards  the  purchase  of  Pasteur's  birthplace  has 
led  a  Parisian  journal  ("  Gaulois  "  du  Dimanche)  to  pub- 
lish some  particulars  regarding  the  savant's  ancestors. 
His  forbears,  both  paternal  and  maternal,  were  of  old 
Franche-Comte  stock,  and  had  never  left  the  province, 
with  the  exception  of  his  father,  who  served  in  Napoleon's 
armies  and  returned  to  his  native  region  in  1818,  at  the 
age  of  twenty-five,  already  a  veteran  with  the  rank  of 
sergeant-major  and  the  cross  of  the  Legion  of  Honour. 
He  married  the  daughter  of  a  "metayer"  (one  of  those 
French  farmers  who  pay  as  rent  half  the  crops,  etc.,  of 
their  farms),  and  settled  in  this  little  house,  where  the 
pulley  used  to  hoist  the  flour  sacks  for  the  family  baking 
to  the  attic  storey  may  still  be  seen.  They  had  three 
children — the  first,  a  boy,  died;  the  second  was  a  girl; 
the  third  and  last  was  Louis  Pasteur. 

Price  Protection. — The  "  Syndicat  General  de  la 
Reglementation  "  (Price  Protection  Association),  having 
received  proof  that  the  proprietor  of  a  large  pharmacy 
in  an  important  town  in  Southern  France  had  sold  "  pro- 
tected "  proprietary  medicines  below  the  minimum  prices 
agreed,  took  the  radical  step  of  stopping  premiums  and 
discounts.  The  offence  being  renewed,  the  Association 
sent  a  registered  letter,  giving  the  pharmacist  a  week's 
notice  that  he  must  sell  at  full  prices,  under  pain  of  total 
stoppage  of  supplies  of  the  articles  in  question.  The  phar- 
macist came  to  Paris  and  called  at  the  Association's  offices, 
where  he  was  required  to  sign  a  formal  document  to  obtain 
renewal  of  stock.  This  document  commenced  by  a  con- 
fession of  guilt,  and  continued  by  a  formal  promise  of 
future  observance  of  tariffs.  But  (in  cauda  venerium)  by 
the  last,  three  paragraphs,  he  finally  engages  himself, 
should  further  "  infractions  of  the  regulations  "  be  com- 
mitted in  his  pharmacy,  (1)  to  accept  the  decisions  and 
stoppage  of  supplies  decreed  by  the  Association ;  (2)  to  pay 
within  three  days  a  sum  of  20/.  to  the  local  representa- 
tive of  the  Association  as  a  financial  guarantee;  (3)  to  pay 
to  the  Association  a  sum  of  9/.  odd  for  expenses  already 
caused.

The  Union. 

The  Cotton  Crop. — It  is  stated  that  the  agent  of  a  well- 
known  London  house  in  South  Africa  has  offered  to  con- 
sider the  purchase  of  the  entire  South  African  cotton  out- 
put. According  to  the  information  supplied  by  the  Union 
Government  under  date  of  March  12,  the  Transvaal  crop 
only  amounts  to  about  15,000  lb.  Excellent  cotton  can  be 
grown  within  the  Union,  but  the  question  of  grading  is 
necessary,  and  this  has  been  neglected  so  far. 

The  Customs  of  South  Africa  have  issued  what  is  known 
as  a  "  Dumping  Clause."  Under  this  merchandise  cannot 
be  invoiced  to  South  African  buyers  at  a  lower  rate  than 
billed  in  the  country  of  origin  or  manufacture.  The  idea 
has  not  yet  been  made  law,  but  exporters  may  at  an  early 
■  date  have  to  endorse  their  invoices  to  the  effect  that  the 
invoice  price  is  the  same  as  if  sold  in  the  country  of  manu- 
facture, and  that  no  bounty  on  such  merchandise  is  given 
by  the  Government  of  such  country,  and  if  any  bounty  is 
given,  the  amount  of  such  is  to  be  added  to  the  invoice 
for  the  purpose  of  assessing  the  duty. 

British  East  Africa. 

Personal. — Mr.  Tullitt,  of  Messrs.  Allen  &  Hanburys, 
was  in  Nairobi  on  a  business  trip  when  our  corre- 
spondent there  wrote  this  message. — Mrs.  Howse,  wife  of 
Mr.  L.  A.  Howse,  chemist  and  druggist,  played,  taking 
'the  part  of  Hebe,  in  the  amateur  production  of  "  H.M.S. 
Pinafore  "  at  Nairobi  by  the  Parklands  Sports  Club.  The 
Press  comments  on  Mrs.  Howse's  rendering  of  the  part  were 
very  favourable.  The  audience  included  four  chemists. 
Mrs.  Robertson,  wife  of  the  Government  dispenser  and 
storekeeper,  was  also  one  of  the  performers  in  the  chorus. 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Robertson  will  shortly  be  in  England  on 
holiday.

The  Use  of  thk  Red  Cross. — The  Cape  Town  Chamber 
of  Commerce  recently  asked  for  information  surrounding 
the  words  "Red  Cross  "  and  the  Geneva  Convention  Act. 
The  local  Press  referred  them  to  the  C.  cL-  D.  correspon- 
dent, who  supplied  the  necessary  information,  together 
with  a  copy  of  the  Act. 

Personal.— Lady  Smith.  Mayoress  of  Cape  Town,  who 
celebrated  her  birthday  on  March  26,  is  the  daughter  of 
Mr.  John  A.  Mathew,  president  of  Mje&srs.  Heynes, 
Mathew,  Ltd.  Lady  Smith  is  without  question  the  "most 
popular  woman  in  the  Cape  Peninsula,  owing  to  her  hard 
work  in  the  interests  of  the  community. — Mr.  J.  Scott,  of 
Messrs.  Petersen,  Ltd.,  Cape  Town,  was  on  a  tour  of 
inspection  of  the  various  branches  of  bis  firm  when  the 
mail  left. 

The  Tariff.— Representatives  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Cape  Province  waited  on  the  Commissioner  of 
Customs  of  the  Union  of  South  Africa  on  March  13,  with 
a  view  to  discussing  the  alteration  in  the  Customs  tariff 
in  so  far  as  it  concerns  pills  and  tablets.  The  proceedings 
were  private,  but  it  is  understood  that  the  deputation  had 
a  sympathetic  hearing.  When  the  mail  left  our  correspon- 
dent was  informed  officially  that  no  decision  had  been 
arrived  at.  We  referred  to  this  subject  in  our  issues  of 
March  9  (index  folio  350)  and  April  6  (index  folio  501). 
It  is  safe  to  assume  that  the  interpretations  of  the  tariff  as 
arrived  at  at  the  latter  end  of  1906  will  remain  in  force. 
Meanwhile  Cape  Town  importers  have  been  subjected  to 
delays  and  annoyances,  from  which  merchants  at  Port 
Elizabeth,  East  London,  and  Durban  are  free.      Not  so 


long  ago  Sir  Henry  Juta  handled  the  Customs  expert 
severely  in  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  old  Cape  Colonyj 
and  it  is  understood  that  unless  the  old  order  of  things 
is  reverted  to  another  court  case  will  take  place.

INDIA  AND  THE  EAST. 

(From  the  "  C.  &  D."  Correspondents.) 

Pharmaceutical  Supplies  for  China. — With  the  cutting 
of  the  queue  many  of  the  young  men  in  China  have 
adopted  Western  ways,  and  one  often  hears  (says  the 
American  Consul  at  Amoy)  of  the  desire  on  their  part  to 
purchase  shaving-soap  and  other  toilet-articles.  This  the 
Consul  believes  to  be  a  field  for  "intelligent  education" 
by  American  firms.  He  further  calls  attention  to  the  fact 
that  exporters  have  failed  to  appreciate  the  value  of  the 
American  missionary  physician  in  China.  In  addition  to ; 
practising  among  the  Chinese,  these  medical  missionaries 
usually  maintain  a  hospital  and  training-school.  They 
not  only  buy  supplies  for  their  hospital  uses,  but  they  also ' 
instruct  the  young  Chinese  along  medical  lines. 

Indian  Opium  Revenue. — The  financial  statement  of  the , 
Government  of  India  shows  that  the  opium  revenue  in 
1911  yielded  1.576,300/.  more  than  the  Budget  estimate,  j 
and  the  expenditure  on  that  item  was  444,800/.  less  than 
the  Budget  estimate.  The  great  increase  in  the  opium 
revenue  is  due  to  the  exceedingly  high  prices  realised  at 
the  Calcutta  sales  and  to  the  introduction,  from  January 
1912.  of  an  auction  system  in  connection  with  the  export 
of  opium  from  Bombay.  Of  the  abnormal  receipts  from 
this  source  566,700/.  has  been  granted  to  Provincial  Govern- 
ments to  be  used  for  non-recurring  expenditure  on  sanita- 
tion, agriculture,  and  allied  objects,  while  about  1.100,000/. 
will  be  devoted  to  the  redemption  of  temporary  debt.  The 
reduction  in  opium  expenditure  is  due  to  an  abnormally 
thin  yield  during  the  last  poppy-harvest,  the  payments  to 
the  cultivators  being  considerably  less  owing  to  this  cause 
than  was  anticipated.  The  Budget  estimate  for  1912-13 
anticipates  a  decrease  of  2,234,700/.  in  the  opium  revenue. 
In  pursuance  of  the  arrangements  with  China  for  the  re- 
striction of  the  opium-trade,  the  number  of  chests  to  be 
offered  for  sale  in  1912-13  will  be  smaller  than  in  the  cur- 
rent year,  and  it  is  assumed  that  the  prices  which  will  be 
realised  will  be  very  much  lower.

The  International  Hygiene  Exhibition  held  itti 
Dresden  last  year  resulted  in  a  profit  of  50,0007.  The  Town. 
Council  has  decided  to  utilise  this  sum  towards  the  building 
of  a  Hygiene  Museum  in  Dresden,  at  an  estimated  cost  of 
179,7007.,  providing  the  Saxon  Government  sanction  the,- 
scheme. 

Assistant  Pharmacists'  Salaries.— The  official  organ, 
of  the  German  Assistant  Pharmacists'  Organisation  recently 
instituted  an  inquiry  to  ascertain  the  average  monthly 
salaries  of  assistants  throughout  the  Empire.  The  figures- 
now  published  show  that  a  fully  qualified  pharmacist  is  paid 
on  an  average  127.  2s.,  while  those  who  have  passed  the  State 
examination,  but  have  not  yet  received  the  diploma  which; 
is  only  granted  after  serving  as  an  assistant  for  a  further 
period  of  one  year,  are  paid  107.  lis.  Assistants  who  have 
passed  the  first  examination  receive  an  average  of  117.  6s. 

Proprietary  Medicines.— The  English  correspondent  of 
the  "  Apotheker  Zeitung,"  referring  to  the  appointment  of 
a  Select  Committee  on  Patent  Medicines,  states : 

The  use  of  proprietary  medicines  by  the  public  is  very 
widespread  throughout  the  country.  They  are  not  only 
purchased  and  taken  by  the  poor,  but  the/Wealthier  classes- 
use  them  to  a  large  extent.  It  hji^jDeen^pisOved  that  chemists- 
recommend  these  articles.  They  are  also  sold  by  grocers- 
and  co-operative  stores,  and  in  nearly  every  little  sweet-shop- 
headache-powders  are  sold.  The  part  that  advertisements- 
play  is  regarded  as  very  harmful.  These  notices,  which 
not  only  appear  in  the  daily  Press,  but  in  religious  and' 
other  papers  and  periodicals,  are  often  supported  by  people 
who  maintain  they  are  qualified  to  give  .medical  advice,, 
which  is  taken  as  a  recommendation  by  the  public.  Some- 
doctors  affirm  that  many  people  are  deceived  by  the  duty- 
stamp  attached  to  the  specialities.

Sunflower-seed  Oil. — Experiments  have  recently  beep 
made  at  some  of  the  crushing-mills  in  Hull  as  to  the  feasi- 
bility of  extracting  oil  from  sunflower-seed  and  using  the- 
residue  as  an  ingredient  in  the  manufacture  of  feed-oake. 
Large  consignments  of  seed  have  arrived  in  Hull  from 
Odessa,  the  sunflower  being  extensively  cultivated  ini 
Southern  Russia.  When  crushed  the  seed  yields  on  the 
average  30  per  cent,  of  oil,  as  against  soya-bean  oil  of  18  per 
cent.  No  market  prices  can  be  stated,  as  there  has  been  no- 
demand,  and  no  trustworthy  comparison  with  other  oil  and) 
cake  producing  seeds  can  be  given  as  yet.

TRADE  LAW. 

Iiactobacllllne.— The  originators  of  this  trade-mark  are 
•appealing  in  regard  to  the  right  to  register  the  word  as  a 
trade-mark,  Mr.  Justice  Joyce  having  held,  on  the  applica- 
■tion  of  Harrod's  Stores,  Ltd.,  that  it  is  not  an  invented 
■word. 

"  Health  and  Strength "  Cocoa.  —  In  the  Chancery 
Division  on  Tuesday,  April  16,  Mr.  Justice  Neville  granted 
an  application  for  hearing  the  case  of  Henry  Thome  &  Co., 
Ltd.,  of  Leeds,  v.  Sandow  on  Monday,  May  6.  (See  C.  <k  D., 
1911,  II.,  739.) 

Notice  to  Traveller.-In  the  London  Lord  Mayor's 
•Court,  before  the  Common  Serjeant  (Sir  F.  Bosanquet, 
K.C.)  and  a  jury,  on  April  16,  Alfred  Joensson,  commercial 
(traveller,  Delaware  Mansions,  Maida  Vale,  sued  Messrs. 
W.  M.  Happe  &  Co.,  wholesale  druggists,  of  38  Fenchurch 
Street,  E.C,  for  damages  for  wrongful  dismissal,  the 
•question  involved  being  the  length  of  notice  required. 
Plaintiff,  a  young  Swede,  came  to  this  country  in  February 
1910,  and  in  March  entered  the  service  of  Messrs.  Happe, 
his  remuneration  being  fixed  at  12/.  10s.  a  month, 
•with  a  bonus  of  about  21.  10s.  monthly.  The  plaintiff 
engaged  in  some  betting  transactions,  and  one  of  the 
bookmakers  referred  to  the  defendants,  with  the  result  that 
they  dismissed  the  plaintiff  in  June  1910,  but  re-engaged 
him  as  a  weekly  servant.  At  the  end  of  the  year  a  further 
arrangement  was  entered  into  by  which  the  plaintiff  should 
•remain  in  the  defendants'  employ,  and  be  entitled  to  a  reason- 
able notice.  In  the  early  part  of  1911  the  plaintiff  was  absent 
through  ill-health,  and  on  February  3  he  was  dismissed 
at  a  week's  notice.  The  defendants  denied  that  they  ever 
•engaged  the  plaintiff  save  as  a  weekly  servant,  and,  after 
evidence  by  the  plaintiff,  the  jury  thought  he  was  engaged 
as  a  weekly  servant,  and  returned  a  verdict  for  the 
•  defendants. 

Shop-assistants'  Agreements.-  1,,  the  case  of  Pearks, 
Ltd.,  y.  Cullen.  which  Mr.  Justice  Hamilton  decided  in 
the  King's  Bench  Division  on  April  16,  the  plaintiff  com- 
pany desired  to  restrain  the  defendant  from  continuing  to 
■commit  an  alleged  breach  of  a  restrictive  term  contained 
in  a.  written  agreement  of  employment  with  them  as  a  shop- 
assistant.  In  this  agreement  the  defendant  undertook,  "  for 
■  a  period  of  two  years  subsequent  to  his  leaving  the  plaintiffs' 
•employment,  not  to  enter  into,  establish,  carry  on,  or  be 
•engaged  in  or  interested  in,  jointly  or  solely,  directly  or 
indirectly,  a  business  of  a  similar  character  to  the  business 
•of  the  company  within  the  distance  of  two  miles  of  any  shop 
for  the  time  being  belonging  to  the  company  at  which  he 
has  been  employed  -within  the  twelve  months  prior  to  his 
leaving  their  employ,  nor  solicit  any  of  the  customers  of  the 
•company."  The  defendant  had  been  in  the  service  of  the 
plaintiff  company  at  Southend,  and  left  in  April  1911,  shortly 
afterwards  entering  the  employment  of  Liptons,  Ltd.  at 
•their  Southend  branch.  The  plaintiff  companv  contended 
••that  this  was  a  breach  of  the  agreement.— 'Mr.  Justice 
Hamilton,  in  the  course  of  his  judgment  against  the  com- 
pany, discussed  various  considerations,  and  stated  that  before 
he  could  uphold  the  restrictive  covenant  he  had  to  ask 
himself  whether  or  not  the  restraint  sought  to  be  enforced 
was  wider  than  was  reasonably  necessary  for  the  protection 
■of  the  plaintiffs'  business;  and  he  came  to  the  conclusion 
that  the  clause  was  wider  than  was  reasonably  necessarv 
"for  that  purpose. 


Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Acts  (Ireland). 

Harvei-'s  Aconite-powders. 

At  the  Oughterard,  co.  Galway,  Petty  Sessions,  before 
Mr.  J.  B.  K.  Hill.  R.M.,  and  other  Magistrates,  on 
April  11,  Mr.  John  Roe,  general  merchant  and  publican, 
Oughterard,  was  summoned  at  the  instance  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  of  Ireland  with  (1)  keeping  open  shop  for 
retailing  or  dispensing  poisons,  and  (2)  selling  "  aconitine, 
■being  a  preparation  of  aconite,  also  emetic  tartar,  both 
contained  in  and  forming  part  of  an  article  called  '  Har- 
vey s  Aconite-powders  for  Horses.'  "  A  third  summons,  at 
-the  instance  of  Sergeant  James  Shea,  Royal  Irish  Constabu- 
lary, was  for  selling  Harvey's  aconite-powders  without 
labelling  the  packet  and  entering  the  sale  in  the  poisons 
book,  contrary  to  the  Sale  of  Poisons  (Ireland)  Act. 

Mr.  William  Campbell  Meeke,  solicitor  (of  Messrs.  A.  & 
J.  Robinson),  who  prosecuted  on  behalf  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society,  stated  the  facts  of  the  case,  and  mentioned 
that  the  defendant  had  opened  a  sealed  packet  of  the 


aconite-powders  and  had  sold  the  packet  opened  ar 
with  one  powder  short.  Even  in  the  case  of  a  perse 
licensed  under  the  Act  it  is  necessary,  he  argued,  to  se 
in  unbroken  packets. 

The  evidence  of  Sergeant  Shea  was  to  the  effect  th: 
on  November  2,  1911,  he  called  at  defendant's  shop  an 
saw  the  defendant,  whom  he  asked  if  aconitine  was  kej 
in  the  shop.    The  defendant,  after  a  pause,  replied,  " 
keep  aconite-powders  for  horses."    Witness  asked  hi: 
how  he  sold  them,  and  defendant  replied,  "I  don't  se 
them  at  all."    Witness  asked  him  to  let  him  see  then 
Defendant  took  down   from  a  conspicuous  portion  of 
shelf  in  the  shop  a  cardbox  box   which  was  marke 
"  Harvey's  Aconite-powders  for  Horses."     Witness  ii 
spected  the  box  and  found  there  were  in  it  two  smalle 
cardboard  boxes.    He  told  the  defendant  he  would  bu 
one  of  these  small  boxes  and  asked  the  price,  whic 
defendant  stated  was  2s.  8d.    Witness  paid  the  amour 
and  got  a  receipt.    He  told  the  defendant  that  it  wa 
illegal  to  sell  the  powders  without  being  duly  registered 
The  defendant  replied,  "  I  do  not  sell  them,  but  kee 
them  for  private  use."    There  was  another  cardboar 
box  which  apparently  had  not  been  opened,  and  it  con 
tained  more  of  the  powders.    Witness  saw  this  on  th 
same  shelf.      On  each  side  of  the   boxes  were  tins  o 
treacle  and  a  quantity  of  Elliman's  embrocation.  Th 
counter  over  which  he  was  supplied  was  the  one  also  usee 
for  the  sale  of  groceries  ;  and  in  the  same  shop  intoxicatini 
liquor  was  sold  and  supplied,  but  not  over  the  particula 
part  of  the  counter  used  for  the  sale  of  groceries.  Th 
defendant  said  that  when  he  took  over  the  charge  of  tin 
business  from  his  brother  George  two  years  previously  thi 
powders  were  then  in  the  shop.    The  box  which  witnes 
purchased  bore  no  name  and  address,  but  was  markec 
"Harvey's  Aconite-powders  for  Horses";  one  side  hac 
the  following  words:  "These  powders,  as  their  nam< 
implies,  contain  poisons  and  are  so  labelled  in  compliant 
with  the  Pharmacy  Act."    The  box  was  open,  and  con 
tained  five  powders  instead  of  six.    The  directions  statec 
that  each  packet  was  a  dose  for  a  horse ;  2s.  8d.  was  iht 
price  for  a  full  box  of  six.    The  powders  were  in  sue! 
a  conspicuous  place  that   they  were  unquestionably  in 
tended  for  sale  and  not  for  private  use.    Witness  informec 
the  defendant  that  the  legal  presumption  was  that  al 
articles  in  the  shop  were  for  sale.    The  defendant  had  not 
a  licence  from  the  County  Council,  and  he  did  not  tendei 
witness  a  poisons  book.    On  December  14  witness  again 
called  at  the  defendant's  shop  and  asked  the  defendant 
if  he  still  kept  the  aconite-powders  in  the  shop.  The 
defendant  admitted  that  he  did,  and  witness  asked  him 
to  show  them  to  him ;  the  defendant  did  so,  and  witness 
said  that  they  had  been  removed  from  the  portion  of  the 
shop  in  which  he  had  first  seen  them  and  were  now  conJ 
cealed  behind  an  advertisement  picture.      He  told  the 
defendant  to  remove  them  at  once  from  the  shop. 

Mr.  Walter  Thorp,  B.Sc,  F.I.C.  (Dublin),  proved  his 
analysis  of  five  Harvey's  aconite-powders,  which  con- 
tained 1  grain  of  aconitine,  or  sufficient  as  a  fatal  dose 
for  at  least  twenty  men  ;  also  tartar  emetic. 

The  Magistrates  held  that  the  charges  against  the 
defendant  had  been  proved,  but  suggested  that  as  he  ap- 
peared to  have  acted  inadvertently,  a  penalty  should  be 
pressed  for  in  one  of  the  summonses  only. 

Mr.  Meeke  agreed  to  withdraw  the  summons  on  the 
charge  of  keeping  open  shop,  and  also  that  under  the 
Poisons  Act,  on  the  condition  that  the  defendant  paid  the 
cost  of  the  stamps  on  the  withdrawn  summonses,  and  also 
the  fine  and  costs  on  the  remaining  summons  before  the 
Court  rose. 

The  defendant  gave  this  undertaking,  and  paid  into 
Court  a  fine  of  51.,  with  1?.  costs  on  the  summons  under 
the  Pharmacy  Act  for  selling  poison  without  being  pro- 
perly qualified,  with  4s.  6d.  the  cost  of  the  stamps  on  the 
withdrawn  summonses.

What  is  "Known,  Admitted,  and  Approved"? 

At  the  North  London  Police  Court,  before  Mr.  Hedder- 
wick,  on  April  17,  John  James  Huggens  and  George  Douglas 
Buchanan,  trading  as  J.  H.  Jap  &  Co.  at  67  Isledon  Road, 
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olloway,  were  each  summoned  by  the  Commissioners  of 
Customs  and  Excise  on  the  following  counts  : 

(1)  Having  on  February  2  uttered,  vended,  and  exposed 
or  sale  twenty-four  boxes  of  a  dutiable  medicine  (Jap's 

ills)  unstamped. 

(2)  Selling  Jap's  Balm  on  the  same  date  and  under  the 
ame  circumstances,    whereby  they   were    liable   in  each 

stance  to  a  penalty  of  101.  ;  and 

(3)  For  selling  these  dutiable  articles  without  a  licence, 
thereby  they  were  liable  to  a  penalty  of  201. 

1  Mr.  C.  Simpson,  of  the  Solicitors'  Department,  Customs 
jlouse,  in  opening  the  case,  stated  that  defendants  were 
In  partnership,  and  the  articles  mentioned  in  the  sum- 
lonses  were  two  of  their  products,  and  the  price  charged 
h  each  case  was  a  penny  a  box.  The  case  for  the  Com- 
Aissioners  was  that  neither  of  the  articles  could  be  sold 
Vithout  the  licence  stipulated  by  the  statute  relating  to 
patent  medicines,  and  that  each  of  the  boxes  should  have 
I  l^d.  stamp  affixed  to  it.  He  understood  that  the  defence 
Vould  be  that  neither  the  licence  nor  the  stamp-duty  was 
tecessary,  in  so  far  that  the  boxes  were  exempt  because  it 
vas  alleged  that  the  pills  were  made  from  the  formula 
jf  Beecham's  Pills,  and  Jap's  Balm  was  made  from  the 
iormula  of  Zambuk,  that  the  formula  in  each  case  was 
oublished  in  a  book,  and  that  the  fact  of  this  publication 
Vas  mentioned  on  each  box. 

|  Mr.  Hedderwick  inquired  if  the  contention  of  the  prose- 
jution  was  that  the  remedies  in  question  were  patent 
•nedicines. 

I  Mr.  Simpson  replied  that  they  were  not  patent  medicines, 
}ut  that  at  the  same  time  they  were  medicines  which  were 
iable  to  stamp-duty.  Under  the  statute  there  are  four 
jlasses  or  descriptions  of  medicine  which  are  liable  to  duty, 
,tmong  them  those  held  out  as  a  cure  for  human  ailments. 
It  was  in  this  category  that  defendants'  preparations  were 
ncluded.  He  then  mentioned  the  circumstances  under 
vhich  the  articles  were  purchased,  and  called  evidence  to 
prove  their  sale  by  defendants. 

■  Mr.  Joseph  Gorston,  Excise  officer,  proved  the  purchase 
)f  Jap's  Balm  and  Jap's  Pills. 

Mr.  Alfred  Cope,  an  inspector  of  Customs  and  Excise, 
:orroborated,  and  added  that  having  received  the  boxes  he 
•ailed  at  67  Isledon  Road  and  saw  Mr.  Huggens,  to  whom 
le  explained  the  purpose  for  which  the  boxes  were  ob- 
ained.  In  the  course  of  a  brief  interview  Mr.  Huggens 
>aid  he  had  not  affixed  the  stamp  because  he  considered 
hat  neither  the  pills  nor  the  balm  were  liable  to  the  duty. 
He  added  that  he  did  not  think  that  in  order  to  sell  either 
if  or  both  the  things  a  licence  was  necessary. 

This  concluded  the  case  for  the  prosecution. 

Mr.  Huggens,  one  of  the  defendants,  submitted  that 
.here  was  no  secret  about  the  manufacture  of  the  articles, 
in  so  far  that  the  ingredients  of  which  they  were  composed 
were  published  in  a  book  entitled  "  Secret  Remedies," 
published  under  the  authority  of  the  British  Medical 
Association  and  purchasable  by  anyone.  The  formula  in 
aach  instance  being  common  property,  he  held  that  neither 
he  pills  nor  the  ointment  were  liable  to  stamp-duty,  and 
that  it  was  not  necessary  that  he  should  take  out  a  licence 
X)  sell  them.  He  read  out  from  the  C.  &  D.  Diary 
passages  relating  to  the  circumstances  under  which  medi- 
cines are  exempted.  These  exemptions,  he  said,  included 
known,  admitted,  and  approved  remedies,  and  medicines 
if  known  compositions,  even  although  they  are  held  out 
or  recommended  for  human  remedies. 

M  r.  Simpson  admitted  that  the  exemptions  were  as  Mr. 
Huggens  had  stated,  but  pointed  out  that  they  could  only 
be  extended  to  qualified  chemists  and  druggists,  physi- 
cians, and  persons  who  had  served  in  the  Army  or  Navy 
who  made  up  and  vended  such  medicines  as  were  known 
in  the  British  Pharmacopoeia.  Mr.  Huggens  was  under  a 
serious  misapprehension  as  to  the  legal  requirements  and 
obligations.  He  seemed  to  think  that  because  he  got  a 
formula  from  the  book  known  as  "  Secret  Remedies,"  and 
published  the  fact  on  the  boxes,  that  he  and  his  partner 
were  not  liable  to  pay  stamp-duty  or  take  out  the  licence. 
Such  an  impression  was  entirely  erroneous.  The  defen- 
dants were  not  qualified  chemists,  nor  were  they  physicians 
or  surgeons.  Another  point  was  that  neither  of  the 
remedies  mentioned  in  "Secret  Remedies"  was  "ap- 
proved "  in  the  sense  recognised  by  the  law. 


Mr.  Huggens  here  interrupted  by  remarking  that  the 
remedies  were  not  "  approved "  because  of  what  he 
described  as  the  exorbitant  charges  made  for  them.  The 
book  explicitly  stated,  he  said,  that  a  box  of  Beecham's 
Pills  could  be  made  for  one  farthing  and  a  box  of  Zambuk 
for  the  same  sum. 

Mr.  Hedderwick  said  he  thought  the  decision  at  which 
he  should  arrive  was  clear,  but  he  preferred  to  take  time 
to  look  up  all  the  authorities  bearing  on  the  law  of  the 
subject.  Would  Mr.  Simpson  mention  the  various  Acts  on 
which  he  relied  for  his  case  ? 

Mr.  Simpson  said  the  enactments  were  the  schedule  to 
52  George  III.,  chap.  150;  section  9  of  the  Medicine- 
stamp  Act,  42  George  III.,  chap.  56.  He  also  mentioned 
that  the  book  "Secret  Remedies"  was  published  by  the 
British  Medical  Association. 

Mr.  Hedderwick  :  What  does  it  aim  at  ?  Is  it  intended 
to  expose  secret  remedies  ? 

Mr.  Simpson  :  Yes.  I  would  point  out  that  the  exemp- 
tion which  defendants  seek  can  only  be  claimed  for  known, 
admitted,  and  approved  remedies,  but  these  remedies 
before  you  are  not  known,  admitted,  and  approved. 

Mr.  Hedderwick  expressed  the  opinion  that  the  de- 
fendants were  in  the  wTong,  but  he  would  take  time  to 
consider  the  matter  and  would  give  judgment  on  Friday. 

Wood's  Golden  Salve. 
At  Doncaster  on  April  13,  George  Wood,  Highfield  Road, 
Wheatley,  Doncaster,  was  summoned  under  the  Medicine- 
stamp  Acts,  at  the  instance  of  the  Commissioners  of  Customs 
and  Excise,  for  selling  Wood's  golden  salve  unstamped. 
Mr.  H.  G.  Hornsby,  of  the  Solicitor's  Office,  Custom  House,, 
London,  prosecuted  on  two  summonses,  each  dealing  with  a 
separate  sale  to  different  purchasers.  He  explained  that 
the  defendant  had  hawked  the  preparation,  and  two  Excise 
officers  bought  each  a  tin  of  it  for  Is.  ljdf.  Defendant 
admitted  that  the  ointment  was  not  stamped,  and  said  the 
reason  was  that  if  it  had  been  he  would  not  be  able  to 
hawk  it. — Mr.  Charles  Simmonds,  B.Sc,  of  the  Government 
Laboratory,  stated  that  the  salve  was  composed  of  a  fatty 
basis  (a  mixture  of  vegetable  oil  .and  wax),  with  a  small  pro- 
portion of  boric  acid. — Defendant's  solicitor  pleaded  guilty, 
and  said  the  two  offences  were  really  one,  and  a  very  minor 
one  at  that.  Defendant  was  incapacitated  from  following- 
his  employment  as  a  waggon-builder,  so  he  got  a  prescription 
and  made  this  salve.  He  made  it  to  cure  a  good  many  ills 
of  humanity ;  it  had  attained  a  high  reputation,  and  was 
very  efficient  for  many  things.  (A  laugh.)  One  salve  had 
been  approved  by  the  Revenue,  but  the  other  one  they 
said  would  be  liable  to  duty.  If  defendant  had  not  issued 
the  handbill  and  relied  instead  upon  his  own  eloquence  to 
advertise  the  salve  he  would  have  been  strictly  within  his- 
rights;  he  made  .a  mistake  by  putting  a  proprietary  name 
on  it. — The  Bench  inflicted  a  penalty  of  20s.,  to  include  costs. 
The  second  ca.se  was  withdrawn. 


BANKRUPTCY  REPORT. 

Re  Samuel  John  Goldbill,  Houndsditch,  Sponge  Mer- 
chants' Traveller. — The  receiving  order  in  this  case  was 
made  at  the  London  Bankruptcy  Court  on  March  22,  upon 
a  creditor's  petition,  and  on  Thursday  the  first  meeting  of 
creditors  was  held  before  Mr.  W.  G.  Williams,  Official. 
Receiver.  According  to  the  debtor's  statements,  he  was, 
until  January  last,  a  partner  in  the  firm  of  John  Goldhill 
&  Sons,  sponge  merchants,  17  Houndsditch.  In  consequence 
of  his  having  anticipated  his  share  of  the  profits  to  the 
extent  of  1,000?.,  and  his  difficulties  coming  to  the  know- 
ledge of  his  father,  the  debtor  was  called  upon  to  retire, 
and  a  deed  of  dissolution  was  executed.  Since  then  he- 
has  been  employed  by  the  firm  as  a  traveller.  The  state- 
ment of  affairs  was  not  lodged,  but  the  debtor  roughly 
estimates  his  liabilities  at  1,600/.,  and  has  no  assets.  The 
liabilities  are  quite  outside  the  business.  No  offer  was 
submitted,  and  the  case  was  left  with  the  Official  Receiver- 
to  be  wound  up  in  bankruptcy.

:onspicuous  places  both  outside  and  inside  the  shop. 

We  are  having  printed  and  will  have  ready  on  Tuesday, 
V.pril  23,  a  card  for  exhibition  with  the  above  wording  on 
ne  side,  and  on  the  back  the  principal  sections  of  the  Act 
elating  to  hours  of  employment,  half-holiday,  closing- 
rders,  and  exemptions.  We  will  supply  these  cards  at 
s.  6d.  per  dozen  carriage  paid,  and.  8d.  for  two  post  free, 
fwo  will  be  required  for  each  shop.

— The  Urban  Council  on  April  10  had  before  them 
a  petition  from  twelve  chemists  and  druggists  in  the  town 
for  a  closing  order  under  the  Shops  Act  for  Wednesdays  at 
1  p.m.  from  May  1.  The  petition  stated  that  the  concession, 
would  not  inconvenience  residents,  and  would  be  an  inestim- 
able boon  to  the  chemists  and  their  assistants.  The  Council 
referred  the  matter  to  a  committee  in  order  to  ascertain 
whether  a  prima-facie  case  had  been  made  out. 

Fraserburgh.  —  At  a  meeting  of  the  Fraserburgh  and" 
District  Chemists'  Association  on  Monday,  April  15,  the 
Secretary  read  an  explanatory  letter  from  Mr.  J.  Ruther- 
ford Hill  on  doubtful  points  in  the  Act.  The  meeting, 
however,  decided  not  to  apply  for  a  closing  order,  but  unani- 
mously agreed  that  the  local  pharmacies  be  closed  on  Wed- 
nesday from  1  p.m.,  and  opened  from  6  p.m.  to  7  p.m.  for  the 
sale  of  medicines  and  medical  appliances.  For  Monday, 
Tuesday,  Thursday,  and  Friday  8.30  p.m.  was  selected  as- 
the  closing  hour. 

Galashiels  chemists  have  resolved  to  adopt  the  follow- 
ing business  hours  on  and  after  May  1  :  Mondays,  Tuesdays, 
Thursdays,  and  Fridays,  8  a.m.  to  8  p.m.  ;  Wednesdays, 
8  a.m.  to  1  p.m.  :  Saturdays,  8  a.m.  to  9.30  p.m.  ;  Sundays. 
10  to  11  a.m.  and  6  to  8  p.m.  The  Town  Council  has  remitted 
the  request  for  a  closing  order  on  these  lines  to  the  Law  and 
Finance  Committee. 

Greenock  chemists  are  unanimous  in  favour  of  the  half 
day.  They  were  the  first  of  any  body  of  shopkeepers  in  the 
district  to  approach  the  local  authorities  for  a  closing  order. 

Hackney.— A  meeting  of  the  chemists_  of  South  and- 
North  Hackney  was  held  on  Thursday  evening.  April  11.  at 
the  Town  Hall,  Hackney,  under  the  auspices  of  the  London 
Chemists'  Association.  Mr.  J.  C.  Pentney  presided  over  a 
company  of  about  forty.  Messrs.  Evans,  Pentney,  and  Scott, 
the  Divisional  Secretaries,  each  reported  upon  the  postal 
vote  taken  rc  earlier  closing.    Thirty  replies  favoured  half- 
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dav  closing  on  Thursday  at  1  p.m.,  only  two  or  three 
onnosing  it.  Tho  discussion  was  of  a  conversational  nature, 
the  consensus  of  opinion  being  that  a  weekly  half  holiday 
would  be  beneficial  to  all  concerned.  It  was  resolved  to 
ask  tho  Borough  Council  to  make  ii  compulsory  closing  order 
for  chemists  in  tho  district  for  Thursday  at  1  Mr.  Wool- 
cock  Local  Associations  Officer  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society,  afterwards  addressed  tho  meeting  on  the  National 
Insurance  Act. 

Hornsey.-  The  Town  Clerk  (Mr  F.  I).  Askey),  in  reply- 
ing to  a  letter  from  Mr.  A.  E.  Bailey,  of  llighgatc,  rc  the 
chemists'  application  for  an  order,  draws  attention  to  the 
statutory  limitations  as  follows:  "It  may  bo  as  well  tor 
mo  to  mention  that,  while  tho  Council  will  have 
power  to  make  closing  orders,  every  shopkeeper  must 
(except  as  otherwise  provided  in  the  Act)  on  one 
afternoon  of  one  week-day  in  each  week  close  his  shop 
at  not  later  than  ono  o'clock  in  the  afternoon^  for  the 
serving  of  customers,  and  the  province  of  tho  Council  is, 
if  they  choose  to  do  so,  to  fix  the  particular  day,  or  to 
vary  the  closing  hour,  or  under  specified  circumstances  to 
order  exemption.  Also  the  Council  may  by  Order  require 
all  shops  or  shops  of  specified  classes  to  be  closed  at  a 
pre-criln-d  hour  in  the  evening  or  on  specified  days.oi 
tho  week.  The  Council  cannot  conveniently  take  any  action 
for  putting  the  Act  into  force  until  after  the  1st  proximo." 

Hudderaneld.  —  At  a  nn-ei  .n;  <  ,f  the  Huddersfi«ld  District 
Chemists'  Association,  held  on  Tuesday  evening,  April  16, 
Mr.  Wood  (President)  in  the  chair.  Mr.  WaUhaw  stated  thai 
it  is  very  probable  that  Wednesday  will  be  made  tho  day 
for  the  half-day  holiday  in  II uddersfiold,  with  Saturday  as 
the  alternative^  though  it  is  not  probable  that  traders  will 
elect  to  close  on  tho  latter  day. 

Leeds.  —  At  a  meeting  of  the  Chemists'  Association  on 
April  17  it  was  reported  that  tho  answer  of  the  Corporation 
to  the  request  which  had  been  made  for  a  half-day  closing 
order  was  that  tho  question  had  been  adjourned  for  three 
months.  It.  was  agreed  unanimously  to  adhere  to  the 
original  decision  to  close  on  the  Wednesday  afternoon  volun- 
tarily, and  to  issue  bills  for  display  in  the  window  to  that 
effect. 

Liverpool.—  No  decision  has  yet  been  arrived  at  rc  half- 
dav  closing  for  chemists.  A  poll  taken  in  Liverpool  shows 
a  throe-quarters  majority  for  closing  in  the  suburbs,  while  the 
"  central  area  "chemists  aro  in  favour  of  "  total  exemption." 
Tho  voting  returns  are  as  follows  :  Number  of  cards  sent 
out,  271 ;  number  returned,  194.  For  a  half-day  closing,  147  ; 
against  closing,  47.  Central  area  (City  chemists):  Against 
closing,  17 ;  for  closing,  11. 

London  City  .—  An  inquiry  arranged  by  the  Special  Sub- 
committee of  the  City  Corporation  County  Purposes  Com- 
mittee was  held  on  Monday,  April  15,  with  the  object  of 
hearing  tho  views  of  tho  City  traders  in  regard  to  tho  Act. 
A  considerable  number  of  City  chemists  attended.  Mr. 
Deputy  Knott  Brown  presided.  Sir  Homewood  Crawford, 
Solicitor  to  tho  Corporation  Common  Council,  and  Mr.  E.  H. 
Lamb.  M.P.,  explained  the  provisions  of  the  Act.  The 
following  statement  was  circulated  : 

City  chemists  apply  under  Sub-section  4  of  Section  (4)  of  the 
Act  to  be  wholly  exempted  from  the  provisions  of  the  section — i.e., 
to  be  allowed  to  remain  open  for  the  full  transaction  of  business 
on  the  day  that  is  chosen  for  the  early -closing  day  in  the  City 
under  the  Act,  on  the  following  grounds  : 

1.  — That  it  would  be  very  inconvenient  both  to  their  customers  and 

to  themselves  to  finish  the  day's  business  by  1  p.m.,  or  even 
2  r.M.,  as  many  of  their  customers  arc  employed  in  offices  up 
to  1  P.M.,  or  later,  on  Saturdays,  and  usually  make  their 
purchases  after  these  hours.  Prescriptions  and  medicines  are 
frequently  left  to  be  made  up  in  tho  morning,  which  take 
some  hours  to  make  up,  and  would  require  to  be  called  for 
after  2  p.m.  Consequently  their  customers  would  be  compelled 
to  make  their  purchases  nnd  give  their  orders  in  the  suburbs 
or  where  they  live,  and  trade  would  be  driven  out  of  tho  City. 

2.  — Under  Second  Schedule  chemists  are  allowed  to  remain  open 

for  the  sale  of  medicines  and  medical  and  surgical  appliances, 
but  the  confusion  that  might  arise  with  customers  who  asked 
for  goods  which,  though  usually  kept  by  chemists,  would  not 
bo  allowed  to  be  sold  on  closing  day  unless  exemption  be 
obtained  would  lead  to  friction  with  customers  and  sub- 
sequent loss  of  business. 

3.  — Tho  ordinary  hours  which  chemists  nnd  their  assistants  work 

in  tho  City  now.  and  which  will  bo  further  curtailed  under 
this  Act,  arc  not  such  as  to  necessitate  the  earlier  closing  of 
their  shops. 

4.  — Tho  heavy  expenses  of  Tents,  rates  and  taxes  which  chemists 

bear  in  the  City  in  proportion  to  suburban  and  country  chemists 
make  it  a  necessity  that  they  should  remain  open  as  now  to 
meet  these  expenses. 
City  chemists  ask  to  be  allowed  to  do  in  the  future  as  they 
have  done  in  tho  past,  to  choose  tho  best  hour  for  closing  to  suit 
tho  convenience  of  their  customers  and  themselves,  and  until  that 
hour  to  carry  on  their  full  business  as  they  have  always  done. 

A  representative  of  the  C.  it-  D.  waited  upon  Mr.  Thomas 
Coulson.  28  Gracechurch  Street,  E.C.,  Divisional  Secretary 


s  sued  the 


of  tho  Pharmaceutical  Society  for  the  City,  who  issv 
statement  and  sent  copies  to  chemists  in  the  City.  At  the 
meeting  ho  claimed  whole  exemption  from  the  operation  ot 
the  Act  on  their  behalf  for  the  transaction  of  all  business 
comin"  within  tho  province  of  chemists  and  druggists 
Thereupon  Mr.  Lamb,  M.P.,  remarked  that  in  making  such 
a  demand  Mr.  Coulson  had  evidently  not  studied  the  terms 
of  the  Act  since  chemists  are  wholly  exempt  under  its  pro- 
visions. Mr.  Coulson  replied  that  ho  was  perfectly  aware 
that  Mr  Lamb's  contention  was  the  right  one,  but  pointed 
out  that  he  was  informed  that,  the  claim  ho  submitted  on 
behalf  of  the  chemists  of  the  City  should  be  made.  Mr.  b. 
Fowle  (London  Bridge)  supported  Mr.  Coulson  s  claim,  and 
expressed  the  hope  that  with  total  exemption  no  trouble 
would  arise  as  to  what  a  chemist  could  and  could  not  sell. 
At  the  conclusion  of  the  inquiry,  Sir  James  Bell,  the  City 
Clerk,  communicated  to  the  Press  an  official  statement  to  the 
effect  that,  having  regard  to  the  evident  divergence  of 
views  exhibited,  the  various  trades  should  forthwith  make 
known  their  wishes  to  the  sub-committe©  either  by  memorial 
or  petition.  The  County  Purposes  Committee  will  meet  next 
Monday,  by  which  time,  it  is  hoped,  some  memorials  will 
bo  before  the  committee,  in  order  to  assist  it  in  coming  to  a 
decision  as  to  what  action  should  Do  taken  by  the  Corpora- 
tion. Mr.  Coulson  informs  us  that  he  has  prepared  a  petition 
for  the  signatures  of  the  City  chemists  making  a  request 
for  total  exemption  from  tho  provisions  of  the  Act.  He 
states  that  there  are  in  the  City  over  120  practising  pharma- 
cists, of  whom  about  fifty  have  shops  of  their  own.  [W© 
must  again  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  exemption  for 
the  sale  of  medicines  and  medical  and  surgical  appliances 
is  provided  in  the  Act,  but  chemists  as  such  are  not  men- 
tioned. Any  further  exemption  as  regards  other  goods  must 
be  asked  for  by  all  retailers  of  such  goods  in  any  par- 
ticular area.  For  example,  barbers  will  have  to  be  asso- 
ciated with  chemists  in  seeking  exemption  for  the  sale  of 
shaving  articles.  The  text  of  Section  4  was  given  in  our 
issue  of  April  6. — Editor,  C.  cfj  Z>.] 

Manchester.- The  chemists  of  South-West  Manchester  are 
evidently  agreeable  to  close  their  shops  from  one  o'clock 
on  Wednesdays,  judging  from  the  signatures  obtained 
during  a  short  canvass  by  Mr.  J.  Cleworth  and  Mr.  W.  H. 
Delve.  Over  thirty  have  already  agreed  to  close,  and  more- 
names  are  being  added  every  day.  It  is  hoped  that  other 
pharmacists  in  the  Northern  and  Eastern  divisions  of 
Manchester  will  help  to  make  the  Wednesday's  closing  of 
pharmacies  in  the  whole  of  Manchester  (City  excepted)  an 
accomplished  fact.  Great  satisfaction  has  been  expressed 
at  the  favourable  opportunity  of  taking  advantage  of  the 
provisions  of  the  Shops  Act.  As  many  of  the  firms  have 
large  dispensing  businesses,  provisions  are  to  be  mad©  to  meet 
their  requirements.  Notwithstanding  the  adverse  decision 
of  the  City  Council,  a  deputation  representing  advocates  for 
exemption  of  the  central  area  for  early-closing  purposes 
waited  upon  the  Corporation's  Sanitary  Committee  on 
April  12  with  an  amended  scheme.  The  committee,  however, 
declined  to  alter  the  decision  previously  arrived  at.  An 
argument  used  on  behalf  of  hairdressers  was  that  chemists 
can  retail  brushes  and  pomades  at  times  when  they  were 
compulsorily  closed. 

Margate.  -  At  a  meeting  of  the  Town  Council  on  April  16, 
a  memorial  was  received  from  th©  chemists  and  drug-store 
proprietors  of  the  town  asking  the  Council  to  include  them 
in  the  operation  of  the  Shops  Aot  for  eight  months  of  the 
year,  from  October  to  May  inclusive. 

Wewcastle-on-Tyne.  — The  City  Council  have  fixed  Wed- 
nesday as  the  early-closing  day.  A  postcard  poll  of  local 
chemists  shows  that  more  than  four-fifths  are  in  favour  of 
a  compulsory  closing  order,  Wednesday  being  the  favourite 
day  for  a  half-holiday. 

Nottingham.— The  Pharmaceutical  Association  has 
applied  for  a  half-holiday  closing  order  for  Thursdays  at 
1  p.m.    The  Town  Clerk  says  the  matter  will  be  attended  to. 

Perth — At  last  week's  meeting,  reported  under  Winter 
Session,  Messrs.  Blair,  Donald,  and  Harley  were  appointed 
to  apply  to  the  Magistrates  for  a  closing  order,  the  hours 
of  business  to  be  :  Monday,  Tuesday,  Thursday,  and  Friday, 
8  a.m.  to  8.30  p.m.  :  Wednesday.  8  a.m.  to  1  p.m.  ;  Saturday, 
8  a.m.  to  10  p.m.  ;  Sunday,  10  to  11  a.m.  and  6  to  8.30  p.m. 
Public  holidays  same  as  Sunday. 

Portadown.  — The  druggists  lrve.  along  with  other 
traders,  signed  a  memorial  in  favour  of  Thursday  being  fixed 
for  half-da3'  closing,  that  day  being  adopted  at  a  tradesmen's 
meeting. 

St.  Andrews.— The  following  notice  has  appeared  in  the 
advertising  columns  of  tho  local  Press:  "The  pharmacists 
of  St.  Andrews  beg  respectfully  to  oa!l  the  attention  of  th© 
public  to  the  fact  that,  having  adopted  the  requirements  of 
the  Shops  Act,  1911.  their  places  of  business  will  be  closed 
from  1  o'clock  for  the  rest  of  the  day  on  Thursday  of  each 
week,  commencing  on  May  2  next.    Medicines  and  medical 
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and  surgical  appliances  only  may  be  supplied  to  those 
urgently  needing  such  on  calling  at  side  doors."  The  notice 
is  signed  by  Smith  &  Govan.  109  South  Street;  W.  R.  Ker- 
math,  1  Greyfriars  Garden  :  John  J.  Kirk,  73  South  Street; 
and  C.  Robertson,  115  Market  Street. 

Wandsworth.  —A  meeting  of  Wandsworth  pharmacists 
was  held  at  Mr.  Walter  Mitchell's  pharmacy,  63  Abbeville 
Road,  Clapham,  on  Tuesday  evening,  April  16,  when  it 
was  resolved  that  the  Hon.  Secretary  (Mr.  Mitchell)  should 
communicate  with  pharmacists  resident  in  Streatham  with 
a  view  of  their  amalgamating  with  the  rest  of  the  borough, 
so  that  the  petition  for  a  compulsory  closing  order  should 
be  presented  to  the  Council  at  the  same  time.  Among 
those  present  were  Mr.  Evans,  of  Putney,  and  Mr.  Keall, 
of  Wandsworth,  who  afforded  valuable  help  to  the  meeting. 
Mr.  Walter  R.  Mitchell  writes:  "May  I  beg  the 
hospitality  of  your  valuable  space  for  announcing  to  my 
fellow-pharmacists  who  reside  in  that  part  of  the  borough 
of  Wandsworth  which  comprises  Clapham.  Balham,  Tooting, 
and  Streatham  my  desire  for  the  addition  of  their  signa- 
tures to  our  petition  for  a  compulsory  closing  order  for 
the  craft  under  the  Shops  Act,  1912  ?  We  already  possess 
a  large  list  of  names  whose  owners  are  favourable  towards 
the  petition.  But  we  are  spread  over  so  large  an  area,  and 
it  will  take  a  long  time  to  cover  the  ground.  We  are 
anxious,  however,  not  to  miss  a  single  brother-pharmacist, 
and  we  are  of  opinion  that,  majority  or  no  majority,  every 
pharmacist  and  drug-store  proprietor  should  be  consulted. 
A  postcard  expressing  willingness  to  sign  or  to  obtain  infor- 
mation could  be  sent  to  me,  and  upon  receipt  of  same  I 
will  call  with  the  petition  for  signing." 


POISONING  FATALITIES. 


Six  deaths  have  been  chronicled  as  due  to  poisoning  since 
our  last  issue.    Of  these  two  were  by  misadventure. 

Laudanum. — At  Newcastle-on-Tyne,  Isabella  Blackburn 
(22)  poisoned  herself  with  this  drug,  which  she  purchased 
from  a  local  chemist  on  the  pretence  that  it  was  required 
for  a  cough-mixture. 

Narcotic  Poisoning  was  responsible  for  the  suicidal  death 
of  George  Christmas  Drawater  (26)  at  Bournemouth. 
During  the  medical  evidence  it  was  stated  that  from  the 
symptoms  it  was  probable  that  deceased  had  taken  opium 
in  some  form  or  other. 

Potassium  Cyanide. — At  the  resumed  inquiry  held  by  the 
St.  Pancras  Coroner  into  the  death  of  John  Statham'  (18), 
lately  student  at  the  University  College,  London,  Dr.  Frey- 
berger_  deposed  that  death  was  due  to  suffocation  from 
poisoning  by  potassium  cyanide.  It  was  stated  that  the 
vouth  was  fond  of  experimenting  with  chemicals.  An 
Edgware  Road  chemist  stated  that  deceased  was  supplied 
with  cyanide  of  potassium  in  1909.  The  Coroner  :  "  When 
he  was  fifteen?"  The  witness  added  that  Statham  had 
bought  arsenic  and  potassium  cyanide  on  subsequent  dates. 
Ho  always  said  that  he  wanted  the  poisons  for  experiments. 
Dr.  Freyberger  said  the  poison  was  taken  in  liquid  form. 
The  jury  returned  a  verdict  of  "  Death  by  misadventure." 

Salt  of  Lemon  was  the  suicidal  agent  used  by  Marian 
Louise  Miller  (22)  at  Wandsworth. 

Weed-killer  caused  the  death  by  misadventure  of  Dorothy 
Winifred  Winoer,  saddlery  manufacturer's  daughter,  Walsall. 
The  gardener  employed  by  the  child's  father  had  been  using 
tl>e  weed-killer  on  the  paths  near  where  the  child  was 
playing.  Mr.  F.  E.  Thompson,  borough  analvst.  stated  that 
the  weed-killer  contained  48.78  per  cent,  of  arsenic.  The 
deposit  from  a  stone  found  in  the  garden  contained  almost 
1  grain  of  arsenic.  At  the  inouest  the  jury  recommended 
that  the  tins  containing  weed-killer  should  have  on  them 
explicit  instructions  as  to  its  use,  and  that  attention  should 
be  drawn  to  its  dangerous  character. 

Kind  not  Stated  —\  coroner's  iury  found  that  the  Rev.  S. 
Bond  (64),  vicar  of  Woodborrmgh,  died  from  exposure  and 
exhaustion  followine  the  taking  of  some  strong  irritant 
Dr.  H.  Francis  said  that  a  strong  dose  of  sal  volatile  might 
have  produced  the  inflamed  condition  of  deceased's  stomach. 

Vinkcab.— The  President  of  the  Board  of  Asrieulture  told 
Mr.  Charles  Bathurst,  M.P.,  on  Thursday,  April  18,  that 
regulations  defining  vinegar  cannot  be  made  under  the 
Public  Health  (Regulations  as  to  Food)  Act.  The  question 
■is  to  the  source  of  vinegar  does  not  involve  danger  to 
health. 

Decolorising  Almond  Otl.— Herissey  finds  tha.t  the  Codex 
■nroeess  for  decolorising  almond  oil  by  heating  it  to  150°  C. 
does  not  answer  the  purpose.  The  better  method  is  to  heat 
the  oil  on  a  sand  or  oil  bath  to  150°  C,  and  then  to  inorease 
gradually  the  heat  to  250°  C.  so  that  the  oil  is  exposed  for 
ten  minutes  to  a  temperature  of  betwen  200°  and  250°  C

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OBSERVATIONS  &  REFLECTIONS.

My  Congratulations 

to  Messrs.  Gilmour  and  Woolcock  on 
their  selection  as  members  of  the  Insurance  Act  Advisory 
Committee.  Perhaps  I  ought  also  to  tender  them  my 
sincere  sympathy  and  condolences,  for  the  position  will  be 
as  onerous  as  it  is  honourable.  They  have  an  exceedingly 
difficult  and  responsible  piece  of  work  to  handle,  and  they 
deserve,  as  I  am  sure  they  will  receive,  the  ungrudging 
support  of  every  pharmacist  in  the  country.  They  will 
need  it  all,  especially  when  they  come  to  stand  up  against 
the  tremendous  array  of  medical  members  of  the  Com- 
mittee. But  Messrs.  Gilmour  and  Woolcock  can  both 
present  a  fairly  stiff  vertebral  column  when  occasion 
requires,  and  I  have  every  confidence  that  our  two  stal- 
warts will  not  be  found  wanting  at  the  critical  moment. 
Fortunately  they  are,  I  think,  quite  likely  to  get  backing 
even  from  the  medical  ranks. 

The  Small  Representation 

of  pharmacy  on  the  Committee 
as  compared  with  the  large  representation  of  medicine  is 
giving  rise  to  not  a  few  comments.  There  are  some  30,000 
doctors  in  practice  and  some  10,000  pharmacists  in  busi- 
ness ;  yet  the  Committee  contains  only  two  of  the  latter  to 
thirty-three  of  the  former.  What  is  the  explanation  of 
such  an  anomaly?  I  take  it  that  the  Chancellor  of  the 
Exchequer  is  convinced  that  the  pharmacists  are  prepared 
to  work  the  Act  in  a  bona- fide  and  sympathetic  spirit 
with  the  determination  to  make  the  best  of  it  for  all 
concerned ;  therefore  they  only  require  to  have  repre- 
sentatives in  a  consultative  capacity.  With  the  medical 
men,  on  the  other  hand,  a  large  delegation  is  selected  so 
as  to  reassure  the  profession  that  their  interests  will  not 
be  neglected.  By  the  way,  the  quality  of  the  selected 
members  of  the  Committee  is  very  high,  and  many  people 
rubbed  their  eyes  when  they  read  the  names.  We  are 
hearing  a  good  deal  about  Mr.  Lloyd  George's  raw,  inex- 
perienced young  men.  I  suppose  we  must  also  apply  this 
complimentary  remark  to  Sir  Clifford  Allbutt  and  Pro- 
fessors Stockman  and  Sims  Woodhead  ! 

The  Attack  on  Examinations, 

and  incidentally  on  examined 
men,  which  some  of  your  correspondents  are  making,  is 
particularly  foolish,  and  the  arguments  by  which  it  is 
sustained  almost  make  one  despair  of  human  reason.  No- 
body with  a  grain  of  sense  contends  that  the  fact  of 
having  passed  an  examination  proves  a  man  to  be  possessed 
either  of  practical  ability  or  of  encyclopaedic  learning,  but 
at  least  it  implies  some  positive  qualities  of  which  the 
unexamined  man  has  not  given  the  same  evidence.  It 
may  also  reasonably  be  supposed  to  have  taught  one  some- 
thing, if  it  be  only  to  have  systematised  one's  knowledge. 
In  any  case  it  cannot  have  done  one  any  harm.  But  some 
of  your  correspondents  seem  to  claim  superiority  for  the 
unexamined  and  the  examined  but  rejected;  the  fact 
that  some  "duffers"  slip  through  is  held  to  prove  that 
examination  is  responsible  for  them.  Are  there  no 
duffers  among  the  unexamined?  It  may  be  that  some 
of  these  unqualified  men  are  living  illustrations  of  the  old 
saw,  "  An  ounce  of  wit  is  worth  a  pound  of  clergy,"  but 
this,  if  true,  does  not  prove  that  "  clergy  "  is  a  bad  thing 
—that  the  duffer  is  not  a  better  man  for  having  passed 
the  Minor.  In  nine  cases  out  of  ten  he  is  undoubtedly  a 
much  better  man.    The  last  word  is  that,  whatever  may- 


be said  of  individuals,  the  unqualified  as  a  body,  by 
declining  the  test  submission  to  which  alone  can  admit 
them  to  the  rank  of  pharmacists,  do,  as  a  matter  of  fact, 
write  themselves  down  an  inferior  class.

off  drug-list  prices,  which  I  see  a  Board  of 
Guardians  are  to  be  allowed,  leaves,  I  suppose,  a  working 
profit  to  the  contractors.  One  wonders  what  profit  is 
made  on  drugs  supplied  to  pharmacists  on  the  usual  terms 
of  5  per  cent,  off  three  months'  current  account?  When 
I  represented  a  wholesale  firm  I  was  instructed  never, 
under  any  conditions,  to  accept  an  order  for  any  drug  at 
less  than  10  per  cent,  profit  on  estimated  cost.  This 
referred  mainly  to  such  drugs  as  we  bought  in  the  market 
or  from  manufacturers  and  resold  to  retailers,  these  being 
the  only  ones  the  cost  of  which  I  had  any  means  of  really 
knowing.  Ten  per  cent.,  I  was  assured,  was  the  very 
lowest  margin  at  which  these  could  be  handled  without 
loss.  Of  course,  this  only  roughly  indicates  what  my 
principals  thought  a  necessary  profit  all  round,  but 
certainly  that  would  not  be  less  than  they  mentioned  to 
me.  Now,  I  take  it  for  granted  that  even  a  workhouse  is 
not  supplied  with  anything  at  a  loss ;  some  profit,  pro- 
bably more  than  a  working  profit,  must  be  left  after  the 
27j  per  cent,  has  been  allowed.  I  have  a  pretty  accurate 
notion  what  the  ordinary  retail  pharmacist's  profits  are, 
but  I  am  still  left  wondering  how  much  the  wholesaler 
gets.  Upon  the  whole,  I  should  be  glad  to  change  places 
with  him  !  But  perhaps  conditions  have  changed  since 
my  time. 

The  Word  "  Dormitive  " 

cannot  properly  be  restricted  as 
your  correspondent  says  Sir  James  Sawyer  restricts  it. 
It  has  exactly  the  same  sense  as  "sedative";  dormitif 
is  French  for  an  opiate,  and  both  as  an  adjective  and  as  a 
substantive  the  English  word  has  always  been  used  in  the 
French  sense.  Thus  Nashe  (1593)  speaks  of  "Dormitiue 
potions,  to  procure  deadly  sleepe " ;  and  Tylor,  in  his 
"Primitive  Culture"  (1871),  of  "opium  making  people 
sleep  by  its  possession  of  dormitive  virtue."  So,  too, 
using  the  word  as  a  substantive,  Congreve,  in  "  The  Way 
of  the  World"  (1700),  has  "Poppy-water  and  all  dormi- 
tives."  May  I  add  that  the  distinction  your  correspondent 
draws  between  "inducing  sleep"  and  "producing"  it 
is  a  false  one  ?  There  is  no  distinction  between  the  two ; 
to  "  induce  "  in  this  sense  is  to  "  produce." 
The  Resignation  of  Dr.  Wiley, 

chief  chemist  of  the  Depart- 
ment charged  with  the  suppression  of  adulteration  of  food- 
stuffs and  drugs  in  the  United  States,  is  not  without  a 
certain  amount  of  interest  to  us  in  this  country.  It  is  a 
little  difficult  for  outsiders  to  form  a  clear  idea  of  why 
Dr.  Wiley  has  resigned,  but  I  gather  that  liis  efforts  to 
administer  the  law  without  fear  or  favour  have  been 
systematically  obstructed  by  other  officers  of  the  Depart- 
ment. In  these  efforts  he  has  had  behind  him  the  best 
elements  of  the  nation,  and  it  is  significant  that  pharma- 
ceutical and  medical  journals  seem  to  be  unanimously  of 
the  opinion  that  his  leaving  office  is  synonymous  with  a 
set-back  to  American  commercial  morality  in  so  far  as  the 
purity  of  food  and  drugs  and  the  branding  of  medicinal 
preparations  is  concerned.  Dr.  Wiley  himself  announces 
that  he  is  going  to  devote  his  life  to  the  cause  he  has  at 
heart,  in  the  hope  that  as  a  free-lance  he  may  be  of  even 
greater  service  to  his  country.

National  Insurance  Dispensing. 

In  the  series  of  articles  which  we  have  printed  recently 
in  Tegard  to  the  basis  upon  which  dispensed  medicines 
will  be  charged  under  the  National  Insurance  Act,  the 
writers  have  in  every  case  avoided  discussion  of  the  per 
capita  principle.      This  is  significant.      It  is  also  note- 
worthy that  the  principles  of  the  German  and  Italian 
tariffs  have  predominated.    It  may  be  recalled  that  the 
Bill  was  introduced  in  the  House  of  Commons  on  May  4, 
1911.  and  in  our  first  issue  thereafter  we  discussed  the 
dispensing  of  medicines  under  the  measure,  and  on  May  20 
full  particulars  were  given  in  a  special  article  on  the  con- 
ditions under  which  medicines  are  dispensed  in  Germany 
and  other  countries.    This  and  subsequent  articles  appear 
to  have  dominated  the  thoughts  of  all  who  have  given 
consideration  to  the  subject  since,  with  the  result,  we  fear, 
that  other  systems  have  been  indifferently  considered.  In 
the  present  issue  a  correspondent  strongly  argues  for  the 
principle  of  a  per  capita  fee  being  paid  to  chemists  on 
the  panel  in  respect  of  each  insured  person  who  may  be 
attached  to  them  as  customers  under  the  Act.    His  argu- 
ments are  expressed  with  considerable  cogency,  and  they 
will  not  be  overlooked  by  the  pharmaceutical  members 
of  the  Advisory  Committee.    There  are  also  methods  of 
charging  at  the  other  end  of  the  string  which  may  have 
to  be  reckoned  with.    Our  correspondent  this  week,  in 
mentioning  l.s.  6d.  per  capita  as  a  professional  fee,  ex- 
plains that  the  charges  for  medicines  would  be  in  addi- 
tion to  this ;  but  we  recall  the  fact  that  before  the  Act 
was  heard  of  Is.  6c/.  per  capita  as  an  inclusive  charge 
for  medicines  was  a  rate  actually  in  force,  and  still  is,  in 
one  big  English  town,  where  chemists  undertake  dis- 
pensing work  for  Friendly  Societies  which  are  represented 
m  the  Advisory  Committee,  and  they  are  not  likely  to 
forget  it  when  the  question  comes  before  them.    It  will 
also  be  remembered  that  when  the  pharmaceutical  depu- 
tation was  received  by  Mr.  Lloyd  George,  and  Is.  6d.  was 
mentioned  as  the  allotment  per  capita  for  medicines,  the 
Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  almost  indignantly  denied 
that  he  had  ever  mentioned  Is.  6d.  as  being  ear -marked 
for  medicines.    Nevertheless,  according  to  the  actuarial 
alculations,  the  sum  of  4,200,000?.— that  is,  6s.  per  insured 
person  per  year — is  provided  for  medical  attendance  and 
treatment,  drugs,  medicines,  and  appliances,  and  it  has 
always  been  understood  that  4s.  6c?.  of  thi6  6s.  is  to  go 
to  the  doctors  for  their  attendance ;  so  that  it  is  not  un- 
reasonable to  assume  that  Is.  6c?.  will  be  for  medicines 
and  medical  and  surgical  appliances.      There  would  be 
nothing  left  for  medicines  if  all  this  had  to  be  paid  as 
a  professional  fee  to  chemists,  and  it  is  questionable  if 
the  powers  of  the  Commissioners  under  Section  XV.  (5a) 
enable  them  to  do  anything  else  than  sanction  a  scale 
of  prices  fixed  by  the  local  Committee.      What  is  "a 
scale  of  prices  "  ?    A  well-known  authority  states  that 
t  would  appear  that  the  payment  of  a  chemist  for  each 
separate  article  is  intended,  and  this  seems  to  be  the

underlying  idea  of  the  authors  of  all  the  articles  which 
•have  been  specially  contributed  to   The    Chemist  and 
Dkuggist,    besides   those    which    have    been   read  to 
chemists'  local  associations.    But  the  possibility  of  a  dis- 
pensing price-list,  such  as  that  of  the  Liverpool  Chemists' 
Association,  or  any  other  price-list  of  tho  same  character 
in  which  so  much  is  charged  for  mixtures,  lotions,  pills, 
powders,  ointments,  suppositories,  etc.,  according  to  fixed 
rates,  must  not  be  left  out  of  the  range  of  consideration. 
Chemist*  generally  are  almost  unanimously  opposed  to  a 
scale  of  charges  of  this  nature  being  imposed  upon  them 
under  the  National  Insurance  Act,  and  there  is  little 
doubt  that  a  scale  of  this  kind  would  be  disastrous  to  the 
retail  drug-trade.    We  may  also  note  that  the  terms  of 
tho  Act  do  not  require  one  uniform  system  of  charging 
for  dispensing,  and  it  is  to  be  expected  that  the  Advisory 
Committee  will  formulate  several  methods  adaptable  to  the 
peculiar  conditions  of  different  localities  throughout  the 
country,  so  that  the  regulations  to  be  issued  by  the  Com- 
missioners will  enable  Insurance  Committees  to  adopt  a 
.method  which  appears  to  be  most  suitable  to  their  local 
conditions.    If  that  be  so,  the  conditions  upon  which 
medicines   are    prescribed    and    dispensed    in  different 
localities  have  to  be  considered.    These  conditions  include 
in  many  parts  dispensing  by  the  prescribers,  and  in  other 
parts  dispensing  by  medical  institutions  embodied  in  the 
Friendly  Societies'  Medical  Alliance.    Such  considerations 
must,   in   the    nature   of   things,  not  be  overlooked  by 
chemists.    It  is  not  necessary  at  the  present  stage  to  refer 
to  other  conditions  which  are  competitive  to  dispensing 
chemists,  as  the  foregoing  suffice  to  illustrate  the  competi- 
tive  factors   which  are   bound  to   modify   systems  of 
charging  formulated  on  behalf  of  pharmacists.  Whatever 
the  result  may  be,  we  are  assured  that  The  Chemist  and 
Druggist  articles  have  been  most  useful  in  focussing 
opinions,  as  well  as  in  showing  the  directions  in  which 
equitable  arrangements  may  be  formulated.    It  is  grati- 
fying to  us  to  know  that  we  have  been  of  service  once 
more  in  a  truly  national  crisis,  and  we  trust  that  the 
outcome  of  tho  whole  matter  (which  is  now  in  a  stage  out- 
side our  sphere  of  influence)  may  be  satisfactory  to  the 
chemists  and  druggists  of  Great  Britain. 


Secret-medicine  Inquiry. 

IV. 

In  Australia  the  question  of  regulating  the  sale  of  pro- 
prietary medicines  came  to  the  fore  with  the  commence- 
ment of  the  century.  The  movement  arose  mainly  on 
account  of  medical  men  seeking  protection  of  their  business 
interests  by  preventing  the  public  from  resorting  to  popular 
remedies  or  ready-packed  physic.  The  head  and  front  of 
the  offence  were  the  few  proprietary  medicines  of  the  dis- 
reputable class,  without  whose  existence  no  agitation  for 
prohibition  would  be  possible.  In  Australia  the  medical 
agitation  received  a  small  backing  of  laymen,  chief  of 
whom  was  Mr.  Octavius  Beale,  a  piano-manufacturer,  who 
got  himself  appointed  in  1905  on  a  Commission  to  inquire 
into  "  existing  legislation  for  checking  and  preventing 
the  sale  of  deleterious  drugs  and  poisons  prepared  under 
secret  formula?,  especially  with  reference  to  the  mortality 
of  infants  in  other  countries."  He  visited  North  America 
and  Europe,  and  submitted  in  1906  a  report  which 
astonished  even  medical  men  by  its  grotesque  character. 
To  Mr.  Beale  the  most  harmless  remedies,  such  as  podo- 
phyllin  and  sarsaparilla,  became  transformed  into  drugs 
of  deadly  properties,  and  the  use  of  tragacanth-paste  in 
a  bust-developer  was,  in  his  view,  an  indecent  proceeding. 


His  report  was  published,  but  parts  of  it  had  to  be  sup- 
pressed, and  the  whole  matter  would  be  best  allowed  to 
fall  into  oblivion  were  it  not  that  the  "  facts  "  have  been, 
and  are,  quoted  in  the  various  legislative  Houses  in  the 
Commonwealth  to  back  up  demands  for  restrictive  legis- 
lation in  regard  to  proprietary  medicines.  It  speaks  well 
for  legislators  in  Australia  that  in  the  enactments  that 
have  come  into  force  praiseworthy  attempts  have  been 
made  to  act  justly,  and  not  in  accord  with  the  demands  of 
fanatical  sections. 

The  regulation  of  the  sale  of  proprietary  medicines  is 
attempted  generally  in  Pure  Food  Acts,  which  are  founded 
on  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts  and  the  Merchandise 
Marks  Acts  of  this  country,  with  the  addition  of  special 
provisions  in  certain  directions.  Victoria  in  1905  passed 
a  Pure  Food  Act,  a  feature  of  which  is  that  regulations 
regarding  the  standards  and  administration  of  the  Act 
are  left  to  certain  officials  or  committees.  It  is  under  these 
regulations  that  proprietary  medicines  containing  certain 
ingredients  are  required  to  have  the  fact  declared  on  the 
labels,  while  more  than  a  certain  percentage  of  alcohol 
in  them  is  also  prohibited.  New  South  Wales  passed  a 
Pure  Food  Act  in  1908,  South  Australia  in  the  same  year, 
and  Tasmania  in  1910.  The  various  sets  of  regulations 
generally  started  out  on  the  model  of  those  issued  by 
Victoria,  but  frequently  local  ideas  are  embodied  and 
modify  the  original  regulations.  In  addition  to  the  Acta 
of  the  various  States  referred  to  above,  the  Commonwealth 
Commerce  Act,  1905,  is  an  important  factor  to  be  con- 
sidered. Section  7  of  this  Act  prohibits  the  importation 
of  certain  "  specified  goods  unless  there  is  applied  to  them 
a  trade  description  of  such  character  relating  to  such 
matters,  and  applied  in  such  manner  as  is  prescribed." 
Section  15  specifies  the  goods,  among  them  being  "  medi- 
cines or  medicinal  preparations  for  internal  or  external 
use,"  and  Section  3  defines  "trade  description  "  as 

"  any  description,  statement,  indication,  or  suggestion,  direct 
or  indirect — 

(a)  as  to  the  nature,  number,  quantity,  quality,  purity, 
class,  grade,  measure,  gauge,  size  or  weight  of  the  goods; 
or 

(6)  as  to  the  country  or  place  in  or  at  which  the  goods 
were  made  or  produced  ;  or 

(c)  as  to  the  manufacturer  or  producer  of  the  goods  or 
the  person  by  whom  they  were  selected,  packed,  or  in  any 
way  prepared  for  market ;  or 

(d)  as  to  the  mode  of  manufacturing,  producing,  select- 
ing, packing,  or  otherwise  preparing  the  goods;  or 

(e)  as  to  the  materials  or  ingredients  of  which  the  goods 
are  composed  or  from  which  they  are  derived  ;  or 

(/)  as  to  the  goods  being  the  subject  of  an  existing  patent, 
privilege,  or  copyright." 

"  False  trade  description "  means  a  trade  description 
which  by  means  of  anything  contained  therein  or  omitted 
therefrom  is  false  or  likely  to  mislead  in  a  material  respect 
as  regards  the  goods  to  which  it  is  applied,  and  includes 
every  alteration  of  a  trade  description,  whether  by  way  of 
addition,  effacement,  or  otherwise,  which  makes  the  descrip- 
tion false  or  likely  to  mislead  in  a  material  respect. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  paragraph  (a)  is  the  one 
upon  which  the  administrative  department  depend  as 
covering  extravagant  claims  made  regarding  proprietary 
medicines,  toilet  articles,  and  other  preparations  sold  by 
chemists.  The  regulations  have  presented  a  difficulty  in 
practice  owing  to  confliction  with  those  issued  by  the 
several  States  under  their  Food  Acts.  This  difficulty  was 
surmounted  by  calling  a  conference  of  the  States,  as  a 
result  of  which  a  principle  of  declaration  substantially 
the  same  as  that  of  the  United  States  has  been  adopted, 
and  embodied  in  the  following  paragraphs  : 

Declaration  of  Certain  Drugs. 
1.  There  shall  be  written  in  the  principal  label  attached 
to  every  package  which  contains  any  of  the  substances,  or 
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preparations,  derivatives,  or  alkaloids  of  any  of  the  sub- 
stances named  in  this  regulation  a  statement  of  the  name  of 
the  substance  or  substances,  or  of  the  preparation,  deriva- 
tive, or  alkaloid  of  the  substance  or  substances  contained  in 
it,  and  of  the  quantity  or  proportion  present  in  it,  in  the 
following  form  : 

This  mixture,  or  (alternatively)  the  contents  of  this 
package,  includes  (or  include)  (here  insert  the  name  of  the 
drug  or  drugs  required  to  be  declared,  and  the  quantity 
or  proportion  of  each  contained  in  the  mixture  or  package).

2.  Any  substance  included  in  this  regulation,  but  not  spe- 
cifically named  in  the  list,  shall  be  described  by  the  name 
most  commonly  applied  to  the  substance  in  the  English 
language  in  the  Pharmacopoeias  of  Great  Britain  and  of  the 
United  States  of  America,  or  in  the  British  Pharmaceutical 
Codex. 

Alcohol. 

1.  There  shall  be  written  in  the  principal  label  attached  to 
every  package  containing  a  proprietary  medicine  sold  for 
internal  use  by  man,  which  is  compounded  with  ethylic 
alcohol  in  greater  proportion  than  2g  grams  in  100  c.c,  in 
bold-faced  sans-serif  capital  tvpes  of  not  less  size  than  six- 
point  face  measurement,  the  percentage  proportion  of  alcohol 
contained  in  it,  expressed  in  terms  of  proof  spirit,  in  the 
following  form  : 

Alcohol. 

This  mixture  contains  not  more  than  (here  insert  the  number  of 
parts  per  centum)  parts  per  centum  of  alcohol,  equivalent  to  (here 
insert  the  number  of  parts  per  centum  of  proof  spirit)  parts  per 
centum  of,  proof  spirit. 

2.  When  a  mixture  contains  both  alcohol  and  some  drug 
required  to  be  declared,  then  to  the  declaration  concerning 
alcohol  made  in  the  form  prescribed  in  clause  1  of  this 
regulation  may  be  added  the  words  "  and  includes,"  followed 
by  the  declaration  of  a  drug  or  drugs  in  the  form  prescribed 
in  these  regulations. 

The  Customs  Department  take  into  account  not  only  com- 
pliance with  the  declaration  regulations,  but  the  claims 
made  on  behalf  of  preparations.  This  involves  examina- 
tion of  the  labels  and  all  printed  matter  issued  with  the 
articles,  and  it  is  not  surprising  to  learn  that  the  opinions 
of  officials  and  of  the  manufacturers  of  the  articles  do  not 
coincide.  Section  16  of  the  Commerce  Act  is  designed  to 
prevent  the  disclosure  of  trade  secrets  of  manufacture  or 
preparation,  and  express  demands  for  the  formula  on 
the  label  have  been  defeated  in  all  the  Australian  Legis- 
latures where  they  have  been  brought  forward.  A  pro- 
vision in  the  New  South  Wales  Pure  Food  Act  gives  power 
to  the  Board  of  Health  to  prohibit  the  advertising  and 
sale  of  any  food,  drug,  or  appliance  which,  in  the  opinion 
of  the  Board  or  of  a  District  Court  Judge,  is  injurious 
to  life  or  health,  or  by  reason  of  its  inactivity  or  in- 
efficiency is  useless  for  the  advertised  purpose  of  cure.  In 
four  cases  attempts  have  been  made  to  bring  these  pro- 
visions into  force,  but  in  the  only  case  which  has  so  far 
come  before  a  judge  the  necessary  authorisation  to  prohibit 
advertising  and  sale  was  not  obtained.  The  Australian 
laws  appear  to  work  harmoniously  so  far  as  internal  trade 
is  concerned,  and  they  have  been  serviceable  in  checking 
abuses  with  secret  remedies  of  the  most  objectionable 
type. 


German  Trade  in  1911. 

The  report  of  Sir  Francis  Oppenheimer  on  the  foreigo 
trade  of  Germany  for  1911,  which  has  just  been  pub- 
lished, gives  more  details  than  usual  in  regard  to  Anglo- 
German  trade,  and  several  changes  which  have  been  in- 
troduced add  appreciably  to  its  value.  In  quantity  the 
total  foreign  commerce  of  the  German  Empire  increased 
over  7  per  cent.,  imports  increasing  6  per  cent,  and  exports 
9  per  cent. ;  the  advance  in  values  was  about  7.5  per 
cent,  all  round.  The  imports  reached  a  total  value  of 
410,990,000?.,  against  382,200,000?.,  a  gain  of  28,790,000*. 
The  increase  was  principally  in  agricultural  products,  the- 
bad  harvest  necessitating  outside  supplies  for  domestic 
use.  India  benefited  by  sending  three  times  the  quantity 
of  rice  it  did  in  the  previous  year.  Oil  fruits  and  oil 
seeds  showed  a  considerable  increase ;  ground  nuts  from 
British  India  rose  by  17  per  cent,  to  302,494  doppelzentner 
(220  lb.),  and  the  imports  of  Indian  linseed  rose  from 
443,969  to  750,336  dz.  Germany  requires  increasingly 
large  quantities  of  vegetable  oils  for  the  making  of  mar- 
garine, of  which  it  annually  exports  nearly  40,000,000 
lb.,  of  which  about  half  of  it  comes  here.  The  total 
value  of  exports  last  year  was  411,000,000?.,  or  28,800,000?. 
more  than  in  1910.  This  was  largely  due  to  the  increased 
activity  and  production  in  the  iron  industry.  The  exports 
of  chemicals  also  improved,  but  not  at  the  pace  of  pre- 
vious years.  The  German  chemical  industry  is  evidently 
beginning  to  feel  seriously  the  effects  of  the  counter- 
protection  set  up  in  Russia,  Austria-Hungary,  and  France, 
where,  under  the  high  tariff  rates,  new  factories  have 
sprung  up  to  supply  home  demands.  Already  Austro- 
Hungarian  competition  is  said  to  be  experienced  beyond 
the  Dual  Monarchy  in  the  world's  markets ;  in  the  tar- 
colour  industry  the  export  to  America  suffered  from  the 
industrial  uncertainty  due  to  the  proceedings  undertaken 
against  the  various  trusts.  In  a  series  of  tables  relating 
to  Anglo-German  trade  the  following  statistics  are  given  :

It  will  be  seen  that  the  exports  of  synthetic  indigo 
to  the  United  Kingdom  decreased  by  not  quite  4,000  dz., 
but,  apart  from  this,  exports  to  China  increased  by  77  per 
cent.,  and  to  Egypt  by  20  per  cent.  :  some  of  the  notable 
increases  in  chemical  raw  materials  to  the  United  King- 
dom were  oxide  of  lead  by  3,000  dz.,  stannic  oxide  by 
4,500  dz.,  potassium  nitrate  by  9.500  dz.,  whereas  the 
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export  of  potassium  chloride  decreased  by  8,000  dz. 
Taking  this  class  as  a  whole,  the  German  exports  to  the 
British  Colonies  show,  if  anything,  a  decrease.  Exports 
of  crude  glycerin  increased  by  50  per  cent.,  the  United 
Kingdom  and  the  Netherlands  taking  increased  quantities. 
Potassium  cyanide  for  British  South  Africa  increased 
from  22,472  m. centners  to  23,841  m. centners;  aniline, 
coal-tar  dyes,  and  the  like  for  British  India  fell  from 
28,761  m. centners  in  1910  to  26,125  m. centners  in  1911. 
As  regards  chemical  and  pharmaceutical  products,  no 
special  mention  of  these  is  made  by  Sir  Francis,  but, 
judging  from  the  dividends  paid  by  the  various  chemical 
factories  which  we  publish,  it  is  evident  that  the  past 
year  shows  an  improvement  as  compared  with  1910,  and 
may  be  regarded  as  satisfactory,  especially  when  the 
general  advance  in  the  cost  of  production  and  the  in- 
creasing competition  are  taken  into  consideration.  As 
regards  proprietary  medicines,  a  German  correspondent 
informs  us  that  tho  Imperial  statistics  for  1911  6how  that 
31,300  kilos,  of  medicinal  products  classed  as  secret 
remedies  was  imported  into  the  country,  the  total  value 
of  these  goods  amounting  to  31,3002.  (a  peculiar  coincidence 
in  figures).  Articles  classed  as  secret  remedies  are  subject 
to  a  duty  of  25/.  per  100  kilos.,  and  this  had  to  be  paid 
on  31,200  kilos,  of  these  imports,  resulting  in  a  revenue  to 
the  Imperial  Exchequer  of  7.800Z.  Of  the  total  imports, 
5,200  kilos,  came  from  Great  Britain  and  6,300  kilos,  from 
Switzerland.  The  exports  of  secret  remedies  from  Ger- 
many amounted  to  111,500  kilos.,  valued  at  13.000Z.  Of 
this  total  11,800  kilos,  was  exported  to  British  West 
Africa  and  22,800  kilos,  to  Brazil.  The  recent  coal  strike 
in  Great  Britain  has  not  been  without  effect  on  the 
German  chemical  industry,  as  not  only  has  the  cost  of 
production  in  many  cases  been  increased,  but  the  freight 
rates  for  shipment  abroad  have  advanced  from  10  to  15  per 
rent. 


The  Loss  of  Elbe  "  Titanic." 

No  i  alamity  of  modern  times  has  so  appalled  the  uni- 
verse as  the  sinking  of  the  Titanic  on  her  first  voyage 
from  England  to  North  America  through  impact  with 
an  iceberg  early  on  Monday  morning,  April  15.  The 
vessel  was  the  highest  expres- 
sion of  modern  marine  crafts- 
manship and  the  science  of 
engineering,  as  well  as  the 
embodiment  of  luxurious  ocean 
travelling.  As  far  as  we  know 
at  present  all  the  women  and 
children  were  saved,  but  scores 
of  American  and  English 
gentlemen,  distinguished  in 
various  walks  of  life,  many 
of  them  exceptionally  wealthy, 
are  among  the  fifteen  hundred 
who  perished.  Language  seems 
inadequate  to  express  all  that 
the  catastrophe  means.  While  uniting  with  a  common  bond 
of  sympathy  the  greatest  nations  of  the  Old  World  and  the 
New,  it  also  warns  us  of  imperfections  in  our  ocean  travel- 
ling which  must  be  remedied.  As  far  as  we  are  aware 
few  people  connected  with  the  industries  with  which  we 
are  associated  were  on  the  Titanic.  Among  those  whose 
safety  is  reported  is  Mr.  Adolf  Saalfeld,  who  is  the  senior 
partner  of  Messrs.  A.  Saalfeld  &  Co.,  essential-oil  dis- 
tillers and  importers,  Manchester,  and  chairman  of  Messrs 
Sparks,  White  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  drug  and  oil  merchants, 
London.

We  regret  to  add  that  it  is  feared  that  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Thomas  Pears  are  among  those  who  have  lost  their  lives, 
but  there  is  at  the  time  of  going  to  press  a  little  hope  that 
they  may  be  among  the  rescued  passengers  on  board  the 
Carpathia.  Mr.  Thomas  Pears  is  the  fourth  son  of  the 
late  Mr.  Andrew  Pears,  and  takes  an  active  part  in  the 
management  of  the  business  of  Messrs.  A.  &  F.  Pears, 
Ltd.  He  was  married  in  September  1910,  his  wife  being 
the  daughter  of  Mr.  Frank  Wearne.  A  cable  has  been 
sent  to  the  New  York  house  of  Messrs.  A.  &  F.  Pears, 
with  instructions  to  meet  the  Carpathia  and  send  a  definite 
message  at  the  earliest  possible  moment. 

A  Cascara-sagrada  Study. 

Efforts  to  get  at  the  chemical  constituents  of  certain 
drugs  which  have  an  aperient  action  have  in  many  cases 
resulted  in  confirmation  of  traditional  beliefs  that  the 
whole  drug  is  better  than  its  principles.  This  is  true  in 
a  measure  of  cascara  sagrada,  and  now  Tschirch  and 
Monikowski  have  attacked  one  of  the  principles,  and  in 
"Arch,  der  Pharm. "  (1912,  92)  report  on  a  critical 
study  of  the  substance  known  as  peristaltin,  a  yellow 
amorphous  powder  obtained  by  a  patented  process  from 
the  bark.  It  is  an  extremely  hygroscopic  substance, 
soluble  in  water,  alcohol,  and  acetic  acid,  and  partially 
in  acetone ;  but  is  insoluble  in  most  other  organic 
solvents.  They  find  that  on  hydrolysis  by  means  of 
5  per  cent,  sulphuric  acid,  a  sugar  which  reduces 
Fehling's  solution,  and  forms  an  osazone,  is  obtained. 
Hydrolysis  also  takes  place  by  distillation  with  water 
vapour,  and  from  the  products  of  hydrolysis,  pure 
chrysophanic  acid,  melting  at  193°-194°  C,  and  frangula- 
emodin,  melting  at  236°,  were  obtained.  A  new  sub- 
stance, which  has  been  named  cascarol,  was  also  isolated 
from  the  products  of  hydrolysis.  This  body  forms 
yellow  crystals,  which,  when  several  times  re-crystallised 
from  alcohol,  melted  at  218°  C.  It  forms  an  acetate, 
when  boiled  with  acetic  acid  and  sodium  acetate,  which 
melts  at  204°-205u  C.  It  has  the  formula  C15H1005. 
A  second  new  body,  forming  yellow  crystals,  melting  at 
203°-204°  C,  was  also  isolated,  but  in  too  small  an 
amount  to  be  further  characterised.  The  mono-methyl 
ether  of  emodin  was  also  found  in  traces  as  a  result  of 
the  hydrolysis  of  the  glucosidal  mixture.  The  sugar 
yielded  appears  to  be  rhamno6e  or  rhamno-hexose.  The 
study  does  not  add  to  our  knowledge  of  the  action  of 
cascara  sagrada. 

Thwarted  Ambition,  or  What? 

Most  people  in  the  drug-trade  have  long  since  for- 
gotten the  existence  of  Pharmaceutical  Defence,  Ltd.,  an 
organisation  which  was  established  a  few  years  ago  by 
some  men  who  had  ideas  about  "saving  the  craft"  and 
all  that  sort  of  thing.  The  law  of  the  land  has  not,  how- 
ever, forgotten  the  existence  of  the  remains,  and  a  statu- 
tory burial  is  to  take  place  on  the  last  Saturday  of  this 
month,  without  floral  tributes.  The  company  was  formed 
in  July  1908,  with  capital  of  500Z.  in  101.  shares, 
"  for  the  defence  of  the  interests  of  druggists  and  pharma- 
ceutical chemists,  to  oaTry  on  the  business  of  club  pro- 
prietors, caterers,  printers,  publishers,  booksellers,  wholesale 
and  retail  stationers,  manufacturing,  wholesale,  retail,  phar- 
maceutical, and  general  chemists  and.  druggists,  analytical 
chemists,  and  importers  of  drugs,  etc." 

The  signatories  were  W.  F.  Gulliver.  J.  W.  Tanlin,  A. 
Goldthorpe,  E.  T.  Neathercoat.  and  W.  J.  U.  Wool  cock, 
who,  with  Mr.  C.  T.  Allen,  a  son  of  the  present  President 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  were  the  first  directors. 
Only  members  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  were  eligible 
to  be  shareholders,  and  the  voluntary  liquidation  of  the 
company  is  striking  disproof  of  the  suggestion  that  the 
embarrassing  financial  position  of  the  Society  at  present 
is  due  to  rush  for  10/.  shares  in  Pharmaceutical  Defence, 
Ltd.  No,  the  company  was  merely  a  stepping-stone  to 
higher  things— Mr.  Neathercoat  is  now  a  member  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Council,  and  Mr.  Woolcock  (the  Secre- 
tary) is  Local  Associations'  officer.  Congratulations  to 
him,  by  the  way,  on  his  becoming  a  barrister-at-law,  which 
we  take  to  be  the  beginning  of  another  stage  in  a  career 
that  promises  well  either  for  the  Strand  or  St.  Stephen's. 
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SCIENTIFIC  PROGRESS. 

Temperatures  under  this  heading:  are  on  the  Centigrade  scale. 


Codeonal.  —  This  body  is  a  new  narcotic  and  hypnotic. 
It  is  a  combination  of  codeine  with  diethyl-barbituric  acid, 
being  a  crystalline  body  melting  at  85°,  and  soluble  in  30 
parts  of  water.  It  contains  7.4  per  cent,  of  combined 
codeine. 

Noviform,  which  is  recommended  by  Dr.  L.  v.  Lieber- 
mann  in  oases  ,of  skin-diseases,  is  bismuth  tetrabrompyro- 
catechin.  The  new  preparation  is  therefore  to  be  regarded 
as  an  improved  xeroform,  in  which  the  phenol  group  is 
replaced  by  the  pyrocatechin  group. 

A.  New  Element.— G.  French  has  discovered  a  new 
element  in  the  ores  obtained  from  a  platinum  mine  in 
British  Columbia.  It  is  a  characteristic  member  of  the 
platinum  group,  and  has  been  named  canadinum.  Its 
■melting-point  is  rather  lower  than  that  of  gold. 

A  New  Edible  Oil.- Pawlenko  ("  Apotheker  Zeitung," 
1912,  183)  describes  the  fat  of  the  elm-seed,  which  bears  a 
considerable  resemblance  to  that  of  the  cocoanut.  The  seeds 
contain  about  25  per  cent,  of  fat,  melting  at  5.7°,  and  having 
an  acid-value  5.6,  saponification-value  277,  Reichert  value 
3.75,  and  iodine-value  32.2.  As  in  the  case  of  cocoanut 
oil,  this  f  at  yields  a  large  amount  of  glycerin  (14.8  per  cent.) 
on  saponification. 

Bergaptene.  —  Thorns  has  examined  the  essential  oil  of 
Fagaraxanthoxyloid.es,  and  found  present  dipentene,  methyl- 
nonyl-ketone,  capric  acid,  acetic  esters,  linalol,  a  sesqui- 
terpene, and  a  new  crystalline  substance  of  the  empirical 
formula  CHeC.  By  repeated  fractional  crystallisation  this 
can  be  separated  into  two  compounds,  one  of  which  is 
termed  xanthotoxin,  and  the  other  is  identical  with  bergap- 
tene,  from  oil  of  bergamot. 

A  Hew  Santalol  Compound.  —  A  patent  has  been 
granted  to  the  Chemische  Fabrik  auf  Aktien  (D.R.P.  242421) 
for  the  preparation  of  a  new  series  of  esters  of  santalol. 
Details  of  the  process  are  as  follows  :  220  gr.  of  santalol  is 
dissolved  in  toluene  and  121  gr.  of  dimethylaniline  added, 
and  then  excess  of  chloromethyl-ether.  After  standing  for 
twenty-four  hours,  the  toluene  is  distilled  off  in  vacuo,  and 
the  residue  is  fractionated.  The  new  compound,  methoxy- 
amethyl-santalol,  is  a  liquid  boiling  at  152°-158°  at  4  mm. 
pressure,  and  is  of  strong  therapeutic  activity. 

Melubrin  is  the  trade-name  for  the  sodium  salt  of 
phenyl  dimethyl  pyrazolon-amidomethanesulphonic  acid.  If 
the  hydrogen  of  the  CH  group  in  the  formula  for  antipyrin 
(phenazonum)  be  replaced  by  the  residue  NH.CH2.0.SOjNa, 
the  resulting  formula  is  that  of  melubrin.  It  is  prepared  by 
the  interaction  of  phenyl  2. 3. dimethyl  amido  pyrazolon  and 
formaldehyde-bisulphite  solution,  the  product  being  purified 
by  repeated  crystallisation.  It  is  a  white  crystalline  body, 
soluble  in  water,  melting  at  231°-233°.  It  is  claimed  to  be 
one  of  the  most  satisfactory  antipyretics  and  analgesics  yet 
introduced,  and  may  be  taken  in  comparatively  heavy  doses 
without  any  dangerous  after-effects.  Melubrin  does  not  keep 
indefinitely  in  aqueous  solution,  and  on  that  account  should 
not  be  prescribed  in  mixtures.  It  should  also  not  be  exposed 
to  light. 

Grape-seed  Oil.— C.  H.  La  Wall  states,  in  .the  "  Journal 
of  the  American  Pharmaceutical  Association,"  that  "  grape- 
seed  oil  has  been  produced  for  some  time  as  a  by-product  of 
the  wine  industry  in  some  parts  of  Europe,  but  until  recently 
no  attempt  was  made  in  this  country  to  utilise  the  seeds. 
Several  years  ago  the  production  of  this  oil  was  begun  with 
the  seeded-raisin  industry,  and  the  output  of  oil  was  reported 
last  year  to  have  reached  over  300,000  lb.  The  sample  sub- 
mitted was  a  bland,  pleasant,  nutty-flavoured  oil  of  bright, 
sparkling  appearance  and  showing  the  following  charac- 
teristics: Sp.  gr.,  0.9215  at  15°  C.  :  acid-number,  100.10; 
butyro-refractometer  reading,  71°  at  25°  C." 

New  Digitalis  Glucosides.-Kraft  ("Arch,  der  Phar- 
mazie,"  1912,  118)  has  isolated  two  new  glucosides  from 
digitalis-leaves.  Gitalin  is  a  water-soluble  glucoside.  form- 
ing an  amorphous  white  powder  melting  at  150°-155°,  and 
forming  white  crystals  in  the  hydrated  condition,  when  it 
melts  at  75°.  It  has  the  fo  rmula  C.«H.8Oio,  and  on  hydrolysis 
splits  up  into  anhydro-gitaligenin,  C2JJ„05,  dixitoxose, 
C6H,=0.,  and  water.  In  its  crystalline  condition  it  contains 
four  molecules  of  water.  Gitin  is  a  new  glucoside  obtained 
from  the  alcoholic  extract  of  the  leaves,  melting  at 
260  -265°,  and  yielding  galactose  and  digitogenin  on  hydro- 
lysis. It  appears  that  the  so-called  digitalein  is  an  impure 
form  of  gitalin,  C:»H.aO,o. 


Purified  Caramel. 


MR,  GEORGE  M.  BERINGER,  in  the  course  of  an 
article  on  purified  caramel  and  the  standardising  of 
caramel  solutions  ("Jour.  Amer.  Phar.  Assoc.,"  1912, 
p.  219),  gives  the  following  as  the  formulas  representing 
the  results  of  his  investigation  : 

Purified  Caramel. 

Caramel    1,000  grams 

Alcohol         ...    3,500  c.c. 

Monohydrated  sodium  carbonate         4  grams 
Water  a  sufficient  quantity 

Weigh  the  caramel  in  a  capacious  bottle  or  flask,  and  add 
250  c.c.  of  boiling  water  and  thoroughly  mix.  Then 
gradually  add  3,000  c.c.  of  alcohol,  shaking  after  each  addi- 
tion. Then  set  aside  for  six  hours;  decant  the  alcohol  on 
to  a  filter,  and  wash  the  precipitated  caramel  colour  with 
two  portions  of  250  c.c.  each  of  alcohol,  decanting  each  time 
the  alcohol  on  to  the  filter.  Drain  the  alcohol  thoroughly 
from  the  precipitate,  and  dissolve  it  in  1.500  c.c.  of  warm 
water.  Add  the  monohydrated  sodium  carbonate,  filter  tho 
solution,  and  evaporate  it  to  the  consistence  of  a  thick 
syrup.  Spread  this  upon  sheets  of  glass  or  tin  plates,  and 
when  dry  scrape  off  in  scales  the  purified  caramel  and  dry 
further  in  a  desiccator  over  sulphuric  acid  for  a  day,  or  until 
it  ceases  to  lose  weight. 

Tincture  of  Caramel. 

Purified  caramel    50  grams 

Ammonia-water    10  c.c. 

Water   740  c.c. 

Alcohol    250  c.c. 

Mix  the  liquids,  and  dissolve  the  purified  caramel  in  the 
mixture ;  filter  if  necessary. 

Tincture  of  caramel  so  made  appears  to  be  permanent 
and  can  be  used  either  as  a  colouring  or  to  standardise 
caramel  solutions.  One  c.c.  tincture  diluted  with  99  c.c. 
distilled  water,  or,  better  still,  199  c.c.  distilled  water,  will 
form  comparative  solutions  against  which  commercial 
caramels  can  be  readily  standardised. 


MEDICAL  GLEANINGS. 


Useful  Definitions. 

Professor  Cash,  in  a  note  concerning  pharmacology  and 
therapeutics  quoted  by  the  "British  Medical  Journal," 
1912,  I.,  850,  says  :

It  is,  however,  to  be  remembered  that  there  are  many 
general  therapeutical  agencies  apart  from  drags. 

The  Effect  of  the  Use  of  Caffeine. 

It  ie  very  frequently  stated  that  the  habitual  use  of 
tea  or  coffee  is  responsible  for  deterioration  of  the  nervous- 
system.  These  beverages  have  been  regarded  as 
stimulants  which  increase  physical  as  well  a6  mental 
activity  by  enabling  the  individual  who  takes  them  to 
call  upon  hie  reserve  energy,  with  the  ultimate  result  that 
he  becomes  a  nervous  bankrupt.  According  to  two  papere 
recently  published,  one  on  "  The  Influence  of  Caffeine  on 
Mental  and  Motor  Efficiency,"  by  Professor  Hollingworth, 
New  York,  and  the  other  by  Professor  Horatio  C.  Wood, 
of  Philadelphia,  on  "The  Effects  of  Caffeine  on  the. 
Circulatory  and  Muscular  Systems,"  we  must  now  con- 
clude that  such  use  is  not  injurious. 

Dr.  Hollingworth 's  experiments  were  carried  out  in  a* 
specially  equipped  laboratory  by  six  competent  assistants 
and  sixteen  subjects  of  both  6exes,  and  a  wide  range  of 
ages,  for  a  period  of  forty  days.    An  elaborate  series  of

ental  and  physical  tests  were  undertaken,  and  data  were 
corded  as  to  the  quality  and  amount  of  sleep  obtained 
id  general  health  and  well-being.  For  example,  the 
steadiness  test  "  was  determined  by  the  measure  of  the 
emor  in  the  extended  arm  during  one  minute.  With 
ference  to  this  it  appears  that  after  1  to  4  grams 
caffeine  a  slight  nervousness  ensues,  which  is  not 
iparent  until  several  hours  after  the  dose.  After 
grains  there  is  a  pronounced  unsteadiness,  manifested  in 

0  hour,  but  greater  after  three  or  four  hours.  Such 
l steadiness  as  is  produced  is  less  clearly  shown  when  the 
ffeino  is  taken  in  the  forenoon  or  at  lunch-time,  than 
ien  it  is  administered  in  the  afternoon  unaccompanied 
'  food  substance.  Small  doses  of  caffeine  do  not  pro- 
ice  appreciable  sleep  disturbance  except  in  a  few  in- 
vidual  cases.  Larger  doses  usually  induce  marked  sleep 
ipairment  with  most  subjects,  though  a  few  individuals 
ow  complete  resistance  to  its  effects.  The  effect  of  the 
•ug  does  not  depend  on  the  age,  sex,  or  previous  caffeine 
ibite  of  the  individual,  but  varies  inversely  with  body 
eight.    Generally  speaking,  all  the  mental  tests  showed 

1  improvement  under  the  caffeine  influence.  The  sub- 
cta  uniformly  reported  improvement  in  health,  spirits, 
id  general  efficiency  at  the  close  of  the  experiment, 
ough  this  might  in  part  be  due  to  the  regular  regime 
life  followed  during  the  forty  days. 

Professor  Wood's  experiments  were  carried  on  quite 
dependently  of  Hollingworth's.  After  elaborate  in- 
stigations on  the  human  subject,  Wood  6um6  up  the 
suits  of  his  6tudy  of  the  action  of  caffeine  on  the 
rculation  thus  : 

"  In  therapeutic  doses  caffeine  has  comparatively  little 
ifluenco  on  the  circulation,  but  it  slightly  increases  the 
>rce  of  the  cardiac  contractions,  thereby  causing  some  eleva- 
on  in  the  general  pressure.  The  pulse  rate  is  usually  not 
arkedly  affected,  but  such  chango  as  is  produced  is  rather 

retardation  than  an  acceleration."  His  conclusions  con- 
•rning  its  action  on  the  motor  system  are  that  "  it  acts  as 
stimulant  to  the  reflex  centres  in  the  spinal  cord  ;  it  enables 
io  muscle  to  contract  more  vigorously  without  producing 

secondary  depression,  so  that  the  sum  total  of  muscular 
irk  which  can  be  done  by  a  man  under  caffeine  is  greater 
an  that  which  can  bo  done  without  it." 

These  reports  are  in  agreement  in  proving  that  if  a 
an  gets  his  ordinary  amount  of  sleep  and  food  he  can 
ider  the  influence  of  caffeine  do  more  mental  work,  and 
i  it  more  easily,  and  that  the  muscle  can  also  do  more 
jrk.  In  other  words,  its  use  does  not  cause  exhaustion 
the  nervous  and  muscular  systems,  but  acts  the  part  of 
lubricant,  so  that  more  work  can  be  accomplished  with 
i  more  expenditure  of  tissue  or  energy  than  is  ordinarily 
e  case.

Diseases  of  the  Teeth. 

True  caries  is  very  rare  in  the  teeth  of  the  lower  animals, 
loss  in  the  dog,  but  irregularities  are  met  with  in  all 
imals.  In  the  horse  it  is  mostly  necrosis  that  is  6een, 
d  invariably  it  is  the  fourth  molar  that  is  affected, 
ing,  it  is  supposed,  to  its  being  the  first  permanent 
ilai  and  it  being  shorter  and  thicker  than  the  others, 
e  pulp  cavity  becomes  obliterated  through  ossification, 
is  preventing  the  usual  supply  of  blood,  and  resulting  in 
'rosis.  In  the  majority  of  old  animals  the  pulp  cavity 
■omrs  fillocl  witli  secondary  dentine.  Symptoms  of  a 
eased  tooth  are  fetid  odour  from  the  mouth,  discharge 
m  the  nostril  of  the  side  on  which  the  affected  tooth  is, 
Iden  jerks,  cessation  of  chewing  food,  quidine  and 
owing  out  the  food  in  boluses  (which  often  fill  the 
ding-box  with  somi-masticated  food),  flow  of  saliva, 
ting  the  cheek  on  manger  at  intervals,  holding  the  head 
one  side,  and  retraction  and  redness  of  the  gum  around 
diseased  tooth.  The  only  treatment  is  removal  of  the 
th.  which  must  be  done  according  to  its  situation, 
nes  in  the  dog  has  the  same  symptoms,  and  here  also 
tooth  must  be  extracted.  Irregularities  in  all  animals 
varied  and  numerous,  and  must" be  treated  accordingly, 
no  hard-and-fast  rule  can  be  laid  down  or  advised. 


The  Calving  Season. 

At  this  period  of  the  year  the  agricultural  chemist  has 
many  inquiries  in  connection  with  parturition  both  before 
and  after  that  event.  Questions  arise  as  to  how  the  milk 
will  be  affected  and  whether  the  lacteal  fluid  is  fit  for 
use.  The  various  types  of  milk  and  the  different  remedies 
therefor  were  given  in  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  for 
January  1,  1910  (p.  14).  Whenever  any  doubt  exists,  such 
as  from  any  disease  which  causes  rise  of  temperature,  the 
milk  should  be  discarded,  not  even  sterilising  or  allowing 
it  to  be  fed  to  animals.  Impaction  or  constipation,  which, 
is  usually  considered  innocuous,  often  greatly  affects  the 
milk,  the  hoven  and  tympanitis  present  causing  the  pro- 
duction of  toxins  in  the  blood  stream,  from  whence  they 
get  into  the  milk.  Liver  disease  acts  similarly.  Such 
milk  fed  to  children  causes  severe  headache,  faintness, 
cramp,  diarrhoea,  and  fever,  etc.  Milk  from  a  cow  which 
has  aborted  should  also  be  thrown  away.  The  ' '  organ- 
ism "  of  abortion  is  supposed  to  be  capable  of  lying, 
dormant  for  a  long  period,  and  if  transmitted  to  other 
animals  it  appears  when  they  are  with  young.  The  affected 
glands  and  the  animal's  hindquarters  should  come  in  for 
particular  attention,  washing  them  down  thrice  daily  with 
dilute  carbolic-acid  solution  or  any  of  the  other  antiseptics 
in  common  use  for  at  least  three  days.  The  chemist  who- 
proves  himself  equal  to  the  occasion  when  the  demand  for 
parturient  remedies  comes  along  will  gain  in  reputation. 


AGRICULTURAL  NOTES. 


A  Use  for  Methylated  Spirit. 

It  is  interesting  to  know,  on  the  authority  of  a  fruit- 
grower writing  in  the  "Gardeners'  Chronicle,"  that 
methylated  spirit  is  an  effective  cure  for  woolly  aphis. 
"  In  the  autumn,"  he  says,  "  several  young  apple-trees 
wTere  badly  infested  with  the  woolly  aphis,  miscalled' 
'  American  blight '  ;  nearly  every  shoot  on  an  affected 
tree  was  covered  along  almost  its  entire  length.  The  pest 
was  brushed  with  a  paint-brush  dipped  in  neat  methylated 
spirit.  About  twenty  trees  were  affected,  and,  although 
they  were  treated  only  once,  all  but  two  were  quite  clean 
when  they  were  gone  over  recently  for  winter  pruning. 
This  shows  how  thoroughly  effective  methylated  spirit 
is  when  used  neat.  There  is  nothing  equal  to  it  for 
penetrative  capacity.  It  sinks  into  the  wood  in  which 
the  insects  are  enshrouded  with  a  mere  touch  of  the  wet 
brush,  and  every  one  with  which  it  comes  in  contact  is 
killed  at  once.  The  remedy  is  perfectly  harmless  to  the 
trees." 

Fruit-ripening. 

A  Note  on  the  artificial  ripening  of  fruits  in  the 
American  "Science"  deals  chiefly  with  experiments  on 
the  persimmon,  which  in  America  is  the  fruit  of  Diospyros 
virqiniana,  the  idea,  however,  being  drawn  from  a  practice 
of  the  Japanese  in  ripening  the  fruits  of  their  own  native 
species  of  Diospyros  (D.  Kaki),  the  custom  being  to  pack 
the  fruits  in  barrels  which  have  recently  contained  sake. 
Under  the  influence  of  the  fumes  of  this  spirit,  or,  perhaps, 
owing  to  the  absence  of  oxygen,  the  astringency  of  the  fruit 
rapidly  disappears.  It  is  stated  that  bananas  can  be  ripened 
if  kept  in  an  atmosphere  deprived  of  oxygen,  and  that 
dates  can  be  finished  for  the  market  by  exposing  them  to 
the  fumes  of  acetic  acid,  but  that  this  process  can  be 
hastened  by  treating  the  fruit  with  carbon  dioxide  under 
pressure.  In  an  experiment  with  persimmons  six  dozen 
of  the  unripe  fruit  were  placed  in  an  autoclave  from  which 
the  air  was  expelled  and  replaced  by  carbon  dioxide  at  a 
pressure  of  15  lb.  In  less  than  forty-eight  hours  the  fruits 
were  removed,  and,  with  one  exception,  were  all  found 
to  have  lost  their  astringency  and  to  have  become  perfectly 
palatable.  The  author  of  these  experiments  is  of  opinion 
that  the  gas  has  a  specific  action,  and  thus  the  disappearance 
of  the  soluble  tannin  is  due  to  the  coagulation  of  a  colloid 
substance  with  which  the  tannin  is  chemically  asGOciated. 
The  carbon  dioxide  seems  to  accelerate  all  the  processes 
of  ripening  except  coloration,  for  a  persimmon  fruit  does 
not  change  from  yellow  to  the  noTmal  ripe  colour  of  deep 
orange  under  the  influence  of  the  artificial  process. 
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P.A.T.A.  and  C.D.A.  Reports. 


THE  annual  reports  of  the  Proprietary  Articles  Trade 
Association  and  the  Chemists'  Defence  Association, 
Ltd.,  have  been  passed  by  the  Council  and  directors  for 
submission  to  the  annual  meeting  to  be  held  in  July.  The 
-directors  of  the  Chemists'  Defence  Association  have  voted 
50?.  to  the  Standing  Committee  on  Insurance. 

P.A.T.A. — The  Council  report  that  there  are  now  318 
.firms  with  proprietary  articles  on  the  protected  list,  this 
being  a  record.  A  few  popular  proprietaries  are  still 
missing  from  the  list,  but  the  hope  is  expressed  that  the 
proprietors  of  these  latter  will  fall  into  line  aided  by 
hints  from  retail  distributors.  The  "Year-book"  has 
increased  fourfold  in  nine  years.  The  wholesale  section 
has  received  an  addition  to  the  membership,  Messrs. 
Oldfield,  Pattinson  &  Co.,  Manchester,  having  joined. 
The  retail  section  shows  a  membership  of  4,404,  this  being 
a  further  increase  on  the  record  figures  for  the  previous 
year  (4,263).  The  stop-list  department  has  not  increased, 
•and  but  for  the  Co-operative  Societies  the  trouble  given 
in  this  branch  would  be  comparatively  small.  There  has 
been  spent  163Z.  in  investigating  reported  cases  of  cutting 
.and  in  making  test-purchases.  Reference  is  made  to 
buying-clubs,  and  a  reminder  is  given  that  the  resale  to 
■other  chemists  of  protected  articles  below  P.A.T.A.  prices 
is  a  breach  of  the  regulations.  The  question  of  window- 
shows  is  also  noted,  and  manufacturers  are  asked  to  see 
that  the  undertakings  given  by  retailers  in  consideration 
•of  window-displays  or  price-list  advertisements  are  adhered 
"to.  This  has  been  necessary  because  cases  have  been 
reported  of  chemists  selling  a  portion  of  the  goods  to  a 
neighbouring  chemist  or  to  his  wholesale  house  in  spite 
■of  the  undertaking  that  the  goods  would  be  sold  only  to 
Ike  public.  The  death  of  Mr.  Albert  Cooper  is  recorded. 
The  financial  statement  shows  that  subscriptions  during 
1911  amounted  to  2,796/.  15s. ;  donations,  1/.  2s.  9c?.  ;  divi- 
dends and  interest,  106?.  15.s.  The  payments  include  the 
following  items:  Salaries,  852?.

Spectacle-makers'  Company. 


THE  second  lecture  of  the  educational  series  which  is 
A.     being  given  under  the  auspices  of  the  Spectacle- 
makers'  Company  in  the  Carpenters'  Hall,  London  Wall, 
London,  E.G.,  was  held  on  April  17.    Mr.  H.  G.  Critchley, 
M.D.,  chose  as  his  subject  "  Heterophoria  and  Strabis- 
mus "  and  was  listened  to  by  a  large  audience.    He  began 
by  discriminating  between  heterophoria  and  strabismus 
the  former  being  defined  as  a  tendency  to  imbalance  of 
the  ocular  muscles — an  instinctive  inherence  to  single 
vision — which  long  continued  causes  distressing  symptoms 
and  severe  pain.    The  method  recommended  of  testing 
for  heterophoria  was  the  Maddox  rod  test,  in  which  a 
candle  flame  is  viewed  through  a  glass  cylinder  and  the 
image  is  displaced  more  or  less  according  to  the  direction 
of  the  imbalance.    After  describing  the  test  in  detail, 
the  varieties  of   heterophoria  were  enumerated,  special 
attention  being  called  to  the  fact  that  esophoria  and 
exophoria  refer  to  the  position  of  the  eye  and  not  the 
image.    The    treatment    consists  (1)  in  correcting  the 
ametropia,  but  this  must  not  be  done  fully  because  of 
the  danger  of  interfering  with  the  accommodation ;  (2)  re- 
moving the  cause  by  imparting  tone  to  the  muscles  by 
exercises.    One  useful  exercise  described  was  to  concen- 
trate the  vision  on  a  small  object  30  in.  away  and  approach 
this  closer  and  closer  till  it  is  seen  to  be  double,  then 
return  the  object  to  its  former  position  and  repeat  for 
twelve  minutes  three  times  a  day.    (3)  Medical  treatment 
should  be  undertaken  in  conjunction  with  exercises.  If 
the  patient  is  neurotic  strychnine  or  mix  vomica  is  useful, 
but  in  cases  of  insufficiency  of  divergence  a  sedative  should 
be  administered.    (4)  Treatment  by  prisms  used  as  physi- 
cal exercises,  a  false  diplopia  being  produced  so  that 
fusion  is  just  possible.    The  patient  then  overcomes  the 
diplopia  by  the  exercise  of  the  muscles.    The  bases  of 
the  prisms  are  placed  outwards  in  exophoria,  this  being 
the  opposite  way  to  their  use  for  relieving  weak  muscles. 
In  young  people  this  exercise    is    very  advantageous. 
Strabismus  or  squint  was  then  described,  the  various  kinds 
being  named  according  to  the  axis  of  the  deviating  or 
non-fixing  eye.    The  most  common  form,  and  the  one  to 
which  the  lecturer  confined  his  remarks,  is  the  concomitant 
variety  of  convergent  strabismus.    This  may  be  constant 
or    intermittent,    and,   unlike    heterophoria,    is  seldom 
associated  with  diplopia.    After  pointing  out  how  the 
concomitant  form  differs  from  the  paralytic  variety,  the 
causes  were  mentioned  as  being  hyperopia  as  the  predispos- 
ing cause  and  effort  to  accommodate  as  the  exciting  cause. 
This  form  of  strabismus  develops  when  a  child  reaches 
the  age  at  which  it  begins  to  concentrate  the  attention 
on  toys  and  picture  books.      The  various  theories  of 
strabismus  were  explained  in  detail,  and  then  the  lecturer 
dealt  with  the.  treatment,  which  is — (1)  correct  fully  the 
ametropia  (this  must  be  done  under  atropine,  and  the 
effect  needs  to  be  continued  for  several  weeks)  ;  (2)  educa- 
tion of  the  eyes;  (3)  operative  readjustment  of  the  muscles. 
The  educative  aspect  was  specially  referrd  to,  a  simple 
method — covering  up  the  non-squinting  eye  for  a  time 
each  day  and  causing  the  squinting  eye  to  fix — being  first 
described  and  then  the  orthoptic  method,  in  which  a 
stereoscope  is  employed  as  in  Worth's  instrument.  The 
benefit  of  these  exercises  is  limited ;    they    should  he 
practised  before  the  age  of  six,  as  after  the  brain-uella 
become  mature  it  is  difficult  to  effect  improvement.  _  A 
vote  of  thanks  was  given  to  the  lecturer  on  the  proposition 
of  Mr.   J.   R.   Raphael,  Renter  Warden,  seconded  by 
Mr.  A.  C.  Coleman.

LATE  LAW. 

Glycerin  and  Borax. — At  the  Court  House  at  Willesden 
■on  April  18,  Mr.  Peter  Knight,  chemist  and  druggist, 
85  High  Street,  Harlesden,  was  summoned  for  selling 
glycerin  and  borax  deficient  in  borax  to  the  extent  of  54  per 
cent.  Mr.  R.  A.  Robinson  prosecuted  for  the  Middlesex 
'County  Council,  and  Mr.  C.  H.  Kirby  defended  on  behalf 
of  the  Chemists'  Defence  Association.  Mr.  Kirby  explained 
to  the  Magistrate  that  the  sample  sold  to  the  inspector  was 
"taken  from  the  bottle  before  all  the  borax  had  got  dis- 
solved. The  Magistrate  exonerated  defendant  from  any 
suspicion  of  dishonesty,  but  expressed  the  opinion  that  there 
had  been  carelessness,  and  imposed  a  fine  of  10s.  and  costs. 

Soap  Trade-marks. — On  Thursday,  April  18,  Mr.  Justice 
Warrington  had  before  him  in  the  London  High  Court  two 
applications  under  tho  Trade-marks  Act,  1905,  to  register 
six  trade-marks  and  labels  for  soap  on  behalf  of  the  Georg 
Schicht  Aktien-Gesellschaft,  a  large  Austrian  firm.  Two 
of  the  labels  had  been  referred  to  the  Court  by  the  Regis- 
trar under  Section  9  (5)  of  the  Act,  and  the  other  four  came 
•tm  by  way  of  appeal  from  the  refusal  of  the  Registrar  to 


register  marks  which  contained  the  words  "  Schicht  Soap" 
and  "  Schight  Soap."  Messrs.  Lever  had  obtained  leave  to 
appear  in  support  of  the  Registrar's  refusal  to  register 
four  of  the  marks,  against  which  refusal  the  applicants  ap- 
pealed, and  also  to  oppose  the  registration  of  two  marks 
which  the  Registrar  had  referred  to  the  Court,  substantially 
because  they  confused  the  mind  with  the  word  "  Sunlight." 
In  the  result,  his  Lordship  held  that  there  was  risk  of  con- 
fusion, and  he  thought  the  Registrar  had  come  to  a  right 
decision  upon  the  right  grounds.  It  was  impossible  to  say 
that  "  Schight  "  would  not  be  confused  with  "  Sunlight." 
He  therefore  refused  the  application  to  register  all  or  any 
of  the  marks.

The  Week  in  Parliament. 


Gas  Companies  and  the  Manufacture  of  Chemicals. 

It  has  been  arranged  that  the  Wakefield  Gas,  Woking 
District  Gas,  and  the  Wandsworth,  Wimbledon  and 
Epsom  District  Gas  Bills  shall  come  before  the  House  of 
Lords  Select  Committee  on  Thursday  next. 

The  Lighting  of  the  House  of  Commons. 
In  the  House  of  Commons  on  Monday,  Mr.  King  asked 
Mr.  Wedgwood  Benn,  as  representing  the  First  Com- 
missioner of  Works,  whether  any  report  has  been  received 
from  an  oculist  consultant  on  the  respective  merits  of  gas 
or  electricity  as  an  illuminant  for  this  House. — Mr. 
Benn  replied  that  the  oculist's  report,  when  received, 
would  be  laid  on  the  table  of  the  House. 

Revenue  from  Spirits. 

Mr.  James  Hope  asked  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer 
in  the  House  of  Commons  on  Wednesday  how  much 
revenue  was  received  during  the  year  ended  March  last 
from  beer,  spirits,  licences,  etc.,  and  how  many  gallons 
of  home-made  and  foreign  spirits  were  duty-paid  for  home 
consumption. — The  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  said  the 
amount  of  revenue  received  in  respect  of  beer,  spirits, 
and  licences  during  the  year  ending  March  31  last  was: 
Beer,  13,355,000?. ;  spirits,  22,722,000?. ;  liquor  and  other 
licences,  5,625,000?.  The  quantity  of  home-made  and 
imported  spirits  duty-paid  for  home  consumption  in  the 
year  was  approximately — home-made,  25,370,000  proof 
gals. ;  imported,  5,514,000  proof  gals. 

Patent-medicine  Inquiry. 

Our  Parliamentary  representative  learns  upon  excellent 
authority  that  Sir  Henry  Norman,  M.P.,  is  likely  to  be 
nominated  as  Chairman  of  the  Select  Committee  on  Patent 
Medicines  which  is  about  to  be  set  up  in  accordance  with 
promises  made  by  three  successive  Home  Secretaries. 
Sir  Henry  Norman  is  Liberal  member  for  Blackburn,  and 
is  a  B.A.  of  Harvard  University.  He  also  had  educational 
experience  in  France  and  Leipzig,  and  was  for  several 
years  on  the  editorial  staff  of  the  "Pall  Mall  Gazette" 
when  Mr.  W.  T.  Stead  was  the  editor.  Subsequently  he 
was  on  the  "  Daily  Chronicle  "  staff.  In  1902  he  founded 
"  The  World's  Work."  He  was  a  clever  journalist,  and 
was  fortunate  enough  to  give  the  shelter  of  his  umbrella  , 
one  rainy  day  to  Mr.  W.  E.  Gladstone.  He  is  a  prolific 
writer,  a  good  man  of  business,  a  motorist;  in  short,  a 
many-sided  and  broadminded  man.  He  was  knighted  in 
1906. 

It  is  understood  that  the  Nationalists  will  be  repre 
sented  on  the  Committee  by  Mr.  J.  P.  Hayden  and  Mr. 
A.  A.  Lynch,  and  the  Labour  Party  by  Mr.  Hodge.  Mr.

To  these 
vrices  various  charges  have  to  be  added,  whereby  values  are  in 
many  instances  greatly  augmented  before  wholesale  dealers 
receive  the  goods  into  stock,  after  which  much  expense  may  be 
incurred  in  garbling  and  the  like.  Qualities  of  chemicals,  drugs, 
oils,  and  many  other  commodities  vary  greatly,  and  higher 
prices  than  those  here  quoted  are  charged  for  selected  qualities 
of  natural  products  even  in  bulk  quantities.  Retail  buyers 
cannot,  therefore,  for  these  and  other  reasons,  expect  to 
purchase  at  the  prices  quoted  here.

The  Crutched  Friars  Drug=warehouses. 

It  has  been  common  knowledge  for  some  months  past 
that  the  Crutched  Friars  warehouses  are  to  be  demolished, 
in  conjunction  with  many  other  buildings  in  that  area,  to 
make  room  for  the  new  offices  of  the  Port  of  London 
Authority,  who  have  compulsorily  acquired  about  three  acres 
of  land.  This  matter  was  alluded  to  by  Mr.  Andrew  Devitt 
(Messrs.  Lewis  &  Peat),  who,  at  the  drug-auction  to-day, 
stated  that  he  had  been  approached  with  a  proposal  by 
the  Port  Authority  to  ascertain  whether  the  Drug  Show-room 
should  be  removed  to  the  London  Docks  or  Cutler  Street 
Warehouses.  Several  members  of  the  trade  expressed  the 
opinion  that  both  places  were  inconvenient;  but  others 
were  of  opinion  that  Cutler  Street  was  preferable  to  the 
London  Docks.  No  definite  decision  was  arrived  at,  how- 
ever, and  the  matter  was  left  open  indefinitely,  pending 
further  consideration  by  the  drug-trade. 

The  International  Glycerin  Convention. 

This  combination,  it  is  thought,  may  be  disrupted,  in  view 
of  the  fact  that  several,  large  makers  on  the  Continent  have 
given  notice  of  resignation  of  membership,  which  takes  place 
from  July  1.  The  Convention,  which  has  been  in  existence 
about  five  years,  includes  the  following  German  firms:  The 
Chemische  Fabrik  (formerly  E.  Schering)  of  Berlin  ;  H.  Orth 
and  August  Luhn  &  Co.,  of  Barmen;  C.  F.  Boehringer  & 
Sons,  of  Mannheim,  and  the  United  Chemical-works,  of 
Charlottenburg.  The  reason  for  the  suggested  disruption  of 
the  combination  is  attributed  to  the  fact  that  the  larger 
works,  which  had  in  the  meantime  considerably  extended 
their  plants,  have  had  heavier  expenditure  to  face,  and  have 
thus  been  hampered  in  their  operations.  The  resignations 
from  the  Convention  have  possibly  also  been  accelerated  by 
the  steadier  and  improving  market  position,  owing  to  which 
the  restraining  influence  of  the  Convention  is  now  keenly 
felt.  In  addition  to  these  reports,  information  from  another 
source  is  that  the  Convention  has  not  been  intact  for  some 
considerable  time,  and  especially  since  the  middle  of  1910, 
or  since  the  withdrawal  of  the  larger  Continental  works, 
such  as  the  Dynamite  Ges.  (formerly  Alf.  Nobel  &  Co.),  of 
Hamburg,  and  G.  Schicht  Akt.-Ges.,  of  Aussig,  there  was 
practically  no  question  of  a  Convention.  When  the  price 
of  glycerin  was  at  a  high  level  several  large  works  had, 
moreover,  taken  up  the  manufacture,  but  did  not  join  the 
Convention.  It  is  suggested  that  the  members  of  the  Con- 
vention thus  lost  a  large  part  of  their  business.  In  spite 
of  small  fluctuations,  the  price  of  glycerin  was  on  the  down 
-grade  ever  since  December  1910.  The  tendency  is  certainly 
now  firmer,  but  in  the  meantime  new  manufacturing  con- 
cerns have  sprung  up  on  the  Continent  which  may  lead  fo 
sharp  competition.  There  are  also  several  manufacturers 
who  would  apparently  be  inclined  to  create  a  new  Convention.

"  SECRET  REMEDIES"  AGAIN. 

Dr-  F.  J.  Waldo,  the  City  of  London  Coroner,  held,  on 
April  18,  an  inquiry  concerning  the  sudden  death  of  Edgar 
ivMith.'rton  H«'tu  (61),  a  porter  on  the  Brighton  Railway. 
A  son  of  Betts  stated  that  he  was  subject  to  vomiting,  and 
obtained  great  relief  by  taking  Seigel's  syrup;  in  fact,  a 
doctor  who  had  not  seen  him  for  ten  years  expressed  sur- 
prise at  his  being  alive.  The  Coroner  :  "Ami  to  take  that 
as  a  compliment  to  Soigel's  syrup,  or  the  other  way  about?  " 
(Laughter.)  Dr  Reginald  Dcpree,  of  Guv's  Hospital,  said 
that  death  was  due  to  apoplexy.  Questioned  by  the  Coroner 
the  witness  said  ho  was  aware  that  the  British  Medical 
Association  had  issued  a  book  called  "  Secret  Remedies," 
which  gave  the  cost  of  their  production.    The  Coroner : 

An  article  like  this  syrup  selling  for  Is.  l$d.  may  costonlv 
id.  or  hi.  Dr.  Dopreo  said  he  would  not  recommend 
such  a  secret  remedy.  The  Coroner  said  they  had  been 
promised  a  Special  Committee  of  the  House  of  Commons  to 
go  into  this  question  of  secret  remedies,  and  it  would  be  a 
very  good  thing.  He  would  like  to  see  a  very  full  inquirv.

National  Insurance  Dispensing  Charges. 

Sir, — It  must  be  comforting  to  Scots  chemists  to  learn 
from  your  issue  of  March  30  that  "  Scotland  leads  "  with, 
reference  to  the  Insurance  Act.  Long  may  it  so  continue ! 
Prison  dispensers,  I  note  from  the  same  issue,  have  now 
a  maximum  week's  work  of  forty-five  hours,  with  consider- 
able additional  allowances  in  lieu  of  quarters  and  also 
considerable  additions  to  their  pay.  Your  final  note  to 
this  paragraph  might,  with  advantage,  appear  in  every 
issue,  in  war  type,  until  medical  benefit  under  the 
Insurance  Act  is  actually  in  force  : 

"  The  result  is  certainly  encouraging,  and  should  interest 
other  dispensing  chemists  in  Government  employ  in  the 
efforts  that  are  being  mad©  to  secure  recognition  of  their 
qualification.  It  is  good  for  pharmacy  as  a  whole  that  the 
authorities  are  being  reminded  that  dispensers  are  entitled 
to  be  treated  as  educated  men." 

Many  an  ordinary  chemist  in  business,  while  congratu- 
lating the  prison  dispensers,  may  well  envy  them ;  and  for 
the  paragraph  quoted  every  chemist  ought  to  thank  you 
in  his  heart  and  take  courage.  For  we  will  soon  all  be, 
in  a  sense,  Government  chemists  under  the  Insurance 
Act,  and  the  more  the  dignity  of  our  calling  is  upheld  the 
better  for  all.  Pharmacists,  I  am  sure,  feel  much  indebted 
to  you  at  this  time  also  for  your  labours  in  putting  so 
much  useful  information,  from  a  variety  of  sources,  before 
them  with  reference  to  dispensing  in  other  countries,  and 
appreciate  the  semi-official  compliment  paid  you  recently 
that  your  information  was  always  ahead  of  official 
knowledge. 

A  method  of  dealing  with  the  dispensing  problem  under 
the  Act  has  not,  so  far  as  I  have  observed,  been  touched 
upon  by  you,  and  as  the  Act  introduces  a  new  legislative 
principle,  in  that  it  brings,  or  attempts  to  bring,  to  its 
service  two  large  bodies  of  professional  men,  doctors  and 
pharmacists,  and  attempts  to  regulate,  not  the  minimum, 
but  practically  a  maximum  to  be  paid  to  each,  pharmacists 
responsible  should  be  alert  to  have  all  methods  of  supply 
thoroughly  canvassed  through  the  respective  nations,  with 
a  view  to  getting  a  substantial  majority  at  least  in  favour 
of  some  definite,  sound,  and  reasonable  line  of  action,  pre- 
liminary to  approaching  the  Commissioners.  Now,  in  my 
view,  we  need  not  slavishly  copy  Germany  or  Italy  with, 
their  complicated  calculations,  but  seek  a  better  way,  if 
such  is  to  be  had ;  and  as  a  pharmacist  with  the  experience 
of  a  quarter  of  a  century,  principally  in  Scotland  and 
practically  from  the  Border  to  John  o'  Groats,  I  beg  to 
submit  the  following  suggestions  for  the  Scottish  'position, 
as  there  may  be  national  considerations  which  might  ren- 
der these  suggestions  impracticable  as  to  England  and 
Wales ;  but  as  each  country  has  its  own  Commissioners, 
each  country  can  fight  for  the  method  which  seems  best 
for  it. 

By  the  sub-sections  of  Section  15  of  the  Act  two  distinct 
principles  are  applied  as  between  doctors  and  pharmacists. 
Roughly,  each  doctor  who  works  under  the  Act  will  be 
chosen  by  insured  persons,  and  he  may  have  insured 
persons  put  on  his  list  if  he  is  agreeable.  He  may  give, 
say,  11.  worth  of  service  to  one  insured  person  in  twelve 
months,  and  the  next  few  on  his  list  may  not  require  his 
services  in  that  period  at  all.  He  will  be  paid  on  a  per 
capita  basis  for  the  total  average  number  of  insured  persons 
on  his  list.  I  see  nothing  to  object  to  in  this  principle, 
the  fortunate  helping  to  pay  for  the  unfortunate ;  but  when 
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it  comes  to  the  poor  pharmacist,  he  is  to  have  no  such 
quid  pro  quo,  but  is,  to  all  appearance,  to  be  asked  to 
deal  with  the  unfortunate  only,  and  that  at  some  keenly 
cut  rate. 

In  my  view,  this  is  the  crux  of  the  Act  so  far  as  phar- 
macists are  concerned,  and  we  in  Scotland  must  be  pre- 
pared to  fight  for  amending  the  Act  in  this  respect,  and 
for  this  the  Scottish  Commissioners  have  ample  powers 
under  Section  78.  The  Act  recognises  that  we  alone  are 
the  parties  skilled  for  dispensing.  Are  we  going  to  throw 
that  recognition  to  the  winds  for  tuppenny  fees  ?  Our 
training  and  education  cost  on  an  average  half  at  least 
what  an  ordinary  medical  training  costs.  On  the  quality  of 
our  drugs  and  on  our  faithful  and  skilful  dispensing  hangs 
to  a  large  extent  the  success  or  failure  of  the  Act.  We 
are  to  be  constantly  at  the  beck  and  call  of  insured  per- 
sons by  day,  and  by  night,  too,  if  urgent,  and  therefore 
I  say  we  ought  to  stand  solidly  together  for  a  per  capita 
dispensing-fee.  Let  us  insist  on  drawing  into  line,  not 
pecuniarily,  but  in  principle  with  the  position  the  medical 
men  receive  in  the  Act.  The  sub-sections  dealing  with  the 
"allotment  "  of  the  insured  persons  to  doctors  are  a  fine 
example  of  how  it  can  be  done  also  for  pharmacists.  It 
would  be  quite  an  easy  matter,  when  the  insured  person 
passes  the  name  of  his  doctor,  to  pass  the  name  of  his 
pharmacist  without  entailing  additional  expense.  'How 
was  this  done  for  the  doctors  and  not  for  the  pharmacists  ? 
Because  the  doctors  are  powerful  and  practically  all  welded 
now  into  one  Association,  with  its  branches.  On  the  other 
hand  we  have  a  Society  which,  so  far  as  its  financial 
demands  on  its  members  are  concerned,  apes  the  B.M.A., 
but  fails  to  draw  to  itself  the  vast  majority  of  chemists, 
owing,  I  believe,  largely  to  the  undemocratic,  incompetent, 
and  blind  actions  of  most  of  its  leaders. 

The  position  of  chemists  was  cleverly  and  truly  depicted 
in  your  journal  at  the  introduction  of  the  Bill — in  a  cartoon 
showing  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  vigorously  pound- 
ing a  chemist  in  a  mortar,  with  John  Burns  and 
Winston  Churchill  looking  on,  and  below  several  pat  verses 
beginning,  "  'Let's  seek,'  said  the  Chancellor,  'something 
inert.'  "  This  "  something  inert "  in  his  mortar  must  now 
prove  to  the  Chancellor  and  all  concerned  that  he  has  pro- 
vided a  glorious  opportunity  for  the  inert  one  to  show  the 
world  what  he  thinks  of  himself  and  that  he  is  going  to 
"get  there."  No  matter  how  just  our  claims  may  be,  we 
shall  get  scant  courtesy  until  we  show  thorough  combina- 
tion and  determination.  That  is  the  lesson  that  is  being 
daily  taught  to  us. 

There  is  no  more  need  for  a  "roving  commission"  with 
an  Insurance  Act  prescription  than  there  is  for  an  insured 
person  changing  his  doctor  every  time  he  wants  one.  In 
the  nature  of  things  a  certain  continuity  is  inevitable, 
while  to  have  an  insured  person  attached  to  a  particular 
pharmacy  by  regulation  for  a  specified  period  (with  pro- 
visions for  insured  persons  leaving  districts,  etc.)  would 
help  to  check  personation  and  frauds  with  prescriptions. 
The  dispensing-fee  might  be,  say,  Is.  6(7.  per  capita,  and 
no  doubt  it  would  be  more  than  earned  in  many  cases, 
but  we  may  reckon,  just  as  in  the  case  of  the  doctors,  that 
a  proportion  would  not  require  our  services  in  twelve 
months.  Of  one  thing  I  am  certain — if  we  have  the  courage 
to  fight  unitedly  for  this  principle,  the  public  would 
not  grudge  it  to  us.  Of  course,  it  is  understood  that  this 
fee  is  solely  for  our  services;  drugs,  etc.,  are  in  addition, 
and,  having  settled  our  all-important  professional  claim, 
we  would  not  be  exacting  as  to  that.  Let  the  drugs  go 
at  cost-price  plus  the  following  small  allowances  for  pro- 
portion of  general  expenses  (i.e.,  keeping  open  shop,  pay- 
ing rents,  rates  and  taxes,  etc.)  : 

No  single  prescription  to  be  charged  less  than  2d. 
No  single  ingredient  of  a  prescription  to  be  charged  less 
than  lid.  or  Id. 

When  the  actual  cost-price,  so  reckoned,  comes  to  2d. 
and  not  more  than  Ad.,  add  Id. 

When  the  cost-price  is  over  4(7.  and  not  over  8d.,  add  2d. 

When  the  cost-price  is  over  8(7..  but  not  over  Is.,  add  3(7. 

This  method  of  calculation  to  be  used  for  each  separate 
prescription  although  on  the  same  prescription-form. 

This  would  practically  embrace  the  vast  majority  of  pre- 
scriptions for  drugs  and  appliances.  Where  prescriptions  or 
appliances  cost  more  than  Is.,  add  6<7. 


I  think  this  way  of  putting  the  general  expenses  charge 
is  much  to  be  preferred  to  plans  I  have  seen  in  your  journal, 
such  as  "Cost-price  +25  per  cent.;  +50  per  cent.;  +100 
per  cent.,"  and  so  on.  We  must  remember  at  this  point 
we  are  dealing  with  local  committees  of  from  twenty-five 
to  eighty  laymen,  who  forget  that  the  quantities  handled 
and  the  turnover  generally  are  extremely  small;  and  the 
mention  of  such  percentages  would  be  held  up  as  proof  that 
chemists  make  extortionate  charges.  The  great  principle 
we  should  firmly  stand  for,  our  birthright  as  trained  phar- 
macists whom  the  State  purposes  to  call  to  its  service,  is- 
the  per  capita  dispensing-fee.  The  more  strongly  we 
entrench  ourselves  to  fight  for  the  recognition  of  that 
principle,  the  better  for  pharmacy  and  those  coming  after 
us.  We  must  force  the  authorities,  if  necessary,  to  recog- 
nise that  the  skill  of  the  dispenser  is  as  important  in 
its  way  as  the  skill  of  the  medical  man.  The  plan  here 
outlined,  perhaps  modified  in  detail,  is  sound,  I  believe, 
from  the  point  of  view  of  advancing  the  dignity  of  our 
calling.  It  is  just  to  the  public  interests.  It  is  modest  in, 
its  demands,  and  a  reasonable  attempt  to  meet  the  Act;, 
and  I  think  it  reduces  many  complex  proposals  to  a  simpler 
form.  I  am,  etc.,

Home  Bule  and  Pharmacy. 

Sir, — Will  Home  Kule,  should  it  come,  affect  pharmacy  ? 
Perhaps  not ;  obviously  it  could  extend,  or  limit,  the 
powers  of  the  Apothecaries'  Hall  or  the  Irish  Pharma- 
ceutical Society.  It  could  promote  reciprocity,  pharma- 
ceutically,  with  Great  Britain. — Yours  truly,

[The  parties  to  the  provisions  of  the  Irish  Sale  of  Poisons- 
Act  are  the  King  and  Queen's  (now  the  Royal)  College  of 
Physicians  in  Ireland  and  the  Privy  Council  in  Ireland. 
These  bodies  will  not  be  extinguished  by  the  proposed 
measure.  The  powers  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of 
Ireland  under  the  Pharmacy  Acts,  1875  and  1890,  and  under 
the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Act,  1908,  are  subject  to  certain, 
conditions  exercised  by  the  Lord  Lieutenant  and  the  Privy 
Council,  so  that  these  powers  also  will  not  be  directly 
affected.  We  understand  from  the  speeches  in  the  House  of 
Commons  that  the  Bill  will  ensure  that  existing  laws  per- 
taining to  such  occupations  as  pharmacy  will  not  be  affected 
by  it.  Any  effect  must  be  subsequent  to  the  enactment  of 
this  measure.  As  to  Dr.  McWalter's  suggestion  that  Home 
Rule  would  promote  pharmaceutical  reciprocity  with  Great 
Britain,  we  have  always  understood  that  Irish  pharmacists 
are  not  particularly  desirous  of  such  ir-eciprocity.  Sec- 
tion 4  (6)  of  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Act,  1908,  enables- 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain  to  make  by-laws- 
providing  for  the  registration,  without  examination,  of  any 
persons  holding  colonial  diplomas.  Whether  or  not  Irish- 
diplomas  will  become,  under  Home  Rule,  colonial  diplomas, 
we  are  not  prepared  to  say ;  but  if  as  a  consequence  of  Home- 
Rule  the  Irish  diploma  be  regarded  as  colonial,  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  of  Great  Britain  could  accept  it,  but  the- 
Irish  Society  has  not,  nor  will  it  have  without  further 
legislation,  the  power  to  accept  the  Minor  certificate  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain  in  lieu  of  examin- 
ation.— Since  the  foregoing  was  written  the  text  of  the  Bill' 
has  been  published,  and  we  find  that  the  proposed  Irish' 
Parliament  may  not  legislate  in  regard  to  the  following, 
among  other  subjects:  Foreign  or  inter-Imperial  relations; 
trade  with  any  place  out  of  Ireland:  coinage,  legal  tender,, 
or  any  change  in  the  standard  of  weights  and  measures; 
trade-marks,  designs,  merchandise  marks,  copyright,  or 
patent  rights.  We  quote  these  as  being  of  trade  interest. 
Dr.  McWalter,  as  a  lawyer,  may  be  able  to  say  if  pharma- 
ceutical reciprocftv  comes  under  "  inter-Imperial  relations."'

(See 
the  note  in  our  issue  of  March  16,  index  folio  441.)  There 
should  be  no  difficulty  in  your  getting  the  official  authority. 
Apply  to  the  local  Supervisor  of  Excise,  and  tell  him  exactly 
what  you  want  to  make  with  the  toilet  spirit. 

Nemo  (138/53)  is  hoping  to  pay  off  a  second  mortgage  on 
his  shop,  and  wishes  to  know  what  steps  will  be  necessary 
in  redeeming  the  mortgage.  [Unless  the  mortgage  is  an 
equitable  one  by  deposit,  subscriber  must  give  six  months' 
notice  to  the  mortgagee  of  his  intention  to  pay  it  off,  or 
else  pay  him  six  months'  interest  upon  the  mortgage  debt 
instead  of  giving  notice.  Whether  upon  payment  off  of  the 
mortgage  a  reconveyance  of  the  property  will  be  necessary, 
entirely  depends  upon  the  form  of  the  second  mortgage.  We 
advise  subscriber  to  consult  a  solicitor.] 

Nemo_  (229/38).— All  the  circumstances  that  you  relate 
would,  in  the  event  of  the  matter  being  brought  into  court, 
form  a  tangle  out  of  which  both  you  and  your  employe 
would  have  difficulty  in  extricating  yourselves.  The  lad  is 
unreasonable ;  but  you,  as  a  more  experienced  man  and  his 
employer,  would  be  well  advised  to  treat  him  considerately : 
but,  as  it  is  unlikely  that  you  will  get  much  good  out  of 
him  in  future,  give  him  a  month's  notice  to  terminate 
the  agreement.  You  are  not  liable  to  the  person  with  whom 
he  lodges,  but  you  are  to  him  up  to,  say,  April  6  as  regards 
the  lodging  arrangement. 

T-  p-  (141/37)  asks  what  procedure  he  has  to  adopt  under 
the  following  circumstances:  He  has  been  in  the  habit  of 
closing  Ms  shop  for  some  years  every  Wednesday  afternoon 
from  1  to  6  p.m.,  and  then  reopening  until  9  p.m.  Will  a 
notice  to  that  effect  be  compulsory  ?  He  does  not  employ 
any  assistant  or  even  an  errand-boy.  [As  a  retailer  of  medi- 
cines and  medical  and  surgical  appliances,  our  subscriber  is 
not  compelled  to  shut  his  shop  at  all,  but  he  may  continue 
to  do  as  he  has  been  doing.  The  notice  that  he  has  to  exhibit 
after  1.30  p.m.  on  one  day  per  week  is  to  be  worded  as 
follows  :  "  This  shop  is  closed  for  to-day  except  for  the  trade 
or  business  of  medicines  and  medical  and  surgical  appli- 
ances. The  notice  must  be  in  letters  not  less  than  2  in. 
high,  and  must  be  posted  in  conspicuous  places  both  outside 
and  inside  the  shop.] 

Branch  (135/71)  employed  an  assistant  to  manage  .a  branch- 
shop  for  him.  The  assistant's  remuneration  consisted  of  a 
salary  and  the  use  of  a  house  belonging  to  subscriber,  who 
paid  all  rates  and  taxes.  Recently  subscriber  terminated  the 
assistant  s  employment  by  notice,  which  has  expired  The 
assistant  now  refuses  to  give  up  possession  of  the  house 
Subscriber  wishes  to  know  whether  he  can  eject  his  late 
assistant  from  the  house  in  a  quicker  mode  than  by  legal 
process.  [Subscriber  is  entitled  to  possession  of  the  house 
and  can  resume  it  without  taking  legal  proceedings  if  he 
can  enter  peaceably  and  remain  in  occupation  without  exer- 
cising undue  force.  This  course  should  not  be  attempted  if 
there  is  any  danger  of  resistance,  as  subscriber  incurs  the 
double  risk  of  an  indictment  for  forcible  entry  and  an  action 
tor  damages  for  assault  at  the  suit  of  the  assistant  or  his 
iamily.  if  any.  Accordingly  subscriber  will  be  wise  to 
recover  possession  of  his  house  by  action  in  the  High  Court 
or  county  court,  or  by  proceedings  before  justices,  according 
to  the  value  of  the  house  in  question.]

This  section  is  for  the  discussion  and  solution  of  dispensing 
problems  and  prescriptions  submitted  by  "  C.  &  D."  readers.

A  Hair  Lotion. 

Sib,— Can  you  give  me  any  information  respecting  the 
following  prescription  for  the  hair : 

No.  1.    Lysoform    3iss. 

Resorcin.    gr.  xij. 

Acetoni    5ij. 

Aq.  dest.  ad   3iiss. 

No.  2.    Tr.  can thar  3  i j . 

Tr.  jaborandi         ...       ...       ...    3 i j . 

Tr.  benz.  simp.    3>iss. 

01.  rosmarin.   

S.  v.  reot.  ad   3iss. 

Mix  No.  1  and  No.  2  gradually,  stirring  constantly. 
The  prescription  was  given  to  one  of  my  customers  by  a 
doctor  who  is  an  authority  on  the  hair,  but  he  tells  me  that 
it  decomposes  very  rapidly,  and,  although  we  have  dis- 
pensed it  in  variously  coloured  bottles,  we  cannot  stop  this. 
Is  it  possible  to  dispense  the  lotion  in  any  other  way  that 
it  may  keep  better  ?  Also  should  it  affect  the  colour  of  the 
hair?    My  customer  thinks  it  does.

[It  is  scarcely  correct  to  say  that  this  compound  decom- 
poses. It  undergoes  considerable  colour  change,  but  this 
change  does  not  interfere  with  its  usefulness.  The  resorcin 
is  the  chief  agent  concerned  in  bringing  about  the  alteration 
in  the  appearance  of  the  lotion.  Lysoform  is  alkaline,  and 
resorcin  in  alkaline  solution  darkens  in  colour,  and  often 
euch  solution  exhibits  a  fluorescence.  Most  probably  the 
colour  will  vary  with  different  supplies  of  resorcin.  Some 
kinds  do  not  assume,  on  exposure  to  light  and  air.  the  rose 
colour  which  text-books  say  it  acquires  under  these  con- 
ditions. As  supplied  in  the  ordinary  way  in  drug  circles  it 
varies  very  much.  If  you  can  get  a  very  pure  resorcin,  you 
■will  find  it  lessen  the  cause  of_  complaint.  The  kind  which 
produces  an  emphatic  change  in  colour  in  the  lotion  would 
undoubtedly  affect  the  colour  of  the  hair,  unless  the  hair 
possessed  a  very  robust  natural  colour.  It  seems  to  us  that 
your  customer  may  expect  excellent  results  from  the  use  of 
the  lotion  prepared  without  the  resorcin,  which  in  the  quan- 
tity present  would  only  be  a  very  mild  antiseptic] 
A  Troublesome  Suppository. 
27.  H.  (133/48)  writes:  "  I  had  the  fallowing  suppositories 
to  make.    After  a  second  try  I  got  them  fairly  presentable. 

Aoid.  gallic  gr.  iij. 

Ext.  bellad.   ...   gr.  i 

Ext.  hamamelidis   gr.  iss. 

01.  theobrom.  ad   gr.  xv.

Will  someone  give  me  advice  how  to  make  them  thoroughly 
presentable  with  a  theobroma  basis?  " 

[Rub  together  the  gallic  acid  and  extracts  of  belladonna 
and  hamamelis  with  a  f  ew  drops  of  water  till  quite  smooth ; 
add  about  half  the  theobroma  oil,  and  rub  up  like  an  oint- 
ment ;  transfer  to  the  basin  with  the  remainder  of  the 
theobroma  oil,  mix  thoroughly,  and  pour  as  cold  as  possible. 
The  medicaments  require  to  be  uniformly  diffused  in  order 
to  'avoid  getting  a  "  mottled  "  suppository.  The  least 
possible  heat  should  be  employed  throughout.  Strictly  speak- 
ing, green  extract  of  belladonna  should  be  used.  The  .alco- 
holic extract,  however,  is  more  easily  manipulated,  and  as 
it  is  ordered  in  the  official  belladonna  suppository  it  may  be, 
in  the  circumstances,  permissible  to  employ  it.  So  far  as 
appearance  goes,  the  hamamelis  extract  gives  the  pre- 
dominant colour.]

Tab  Lloyd  (108/65). — Herbal  Hair-wash. — Your  customer 
is  evidently  a,  student  of  Culpeper,  who  in  his  "  English 
Physician  and  Complete  Herbal  "  (we  quote  from  the  1789 


edition)  gives  the  following  information  about  the  ingre 
dients  you  mention.  Elm-root:  "  The  roots  of  the  elm  boiler 
for  some  considerable  time  in  water,  the  fat  rising  on  th 
surface  being  nicely  taken  off,  will  prove  an  excellent 
restorative  of  fallen  hair,  the  bald  places  being  with  it 
anointed."  Maidenhair  Fern:  "  Stayeth  the  falling  or 
shedding  of  the  hair  and  causeth  it  to  grow  thick,  fair,  and 
well-coloured,  for  which  purpose  some  boil  it  in  wine, 
putting  some  smallage-seeds  thereto  and  afterwards  some 
oil."  Yarrow:  "It  stayeth  the  shedding  of  the  hair,  the- 
head  being  bathed  with  a  decoction  of  it." 

J.  S.  (114/32). — Weighting  Fabrics. — Weighting  is  com- 
monly practised  with  silk,  15  to  120  per  cent,  increase  in 
weight  being  obtained.  The  chemicals  employed  are  stannic 
chloride  (this  has  now  replaced  stannous  chloride  for  the- 
purpose),  stannic  phosphate,  syrup,  tannin,  etc.  For  the 
first-named  process  the  silk  is  treated  for  one  hour  in  a 
bath  containing  stannic-chloride  solution  (25° -30°  B.),  wrung 
out,  washed,  and  then  worked  for  thirty  to  forty  minutes 
in  a  lukewarm  bath  of  sodium  carbonate.  This  weighting 
(15  to  20  per  cent.)  is  fast  to  soap,  and  colourless.  The 
weighting  may  be  increased  to  100  to  120  per  cent,  by  passing 
the  fabric  through  a  bath  of  sodium  phosphate  (3°-5°  B.) 
at  30°  C.  Alkaline  silicates  and  tungstates,  alone  or  mixed, 
may  be  used  instead  of  the  phosphate.  The  silk,  after  wash- 
ing, is  worked  in  a  warm  solution  of  stannic  chloride 
(15°  B.)  or  aluminium  sulphate.  Sometimes  a  series  of 
baths  is  employed — e.g.,  stannic  chloride,  sodium  phosphate,, 
aluminium  sulphate,  and  sodium  silicate.  If  tannic  acid  is 
used  to  fix  the  tin,  a  weighting  of  40  to  50  per  cent,  is- 
obtained.  With  sugar  weighting,  quassia  and  magnesium 
sulphate  aire  employed  to  keep  off  flies  and  obviate  stickiness. 
The  tannin  is  employed  in  the  form  of  an  infusion  of  such 
substances  as  galls,  catechu,  or  sumach. 

Sauce  (214/14). — Salt  is  the  most  suitable  preservative  for 
sauce. 

C.  S.  (134/35). — Lawn-sand  or  daisy-sand  is  a  mixture  of 
sand  and  an  acid  ingredient  which  is  credited  with  selective 
power  in  destroying  daisies  and  other  weeds  in  lawns.  The 
following  are  the  varieties  : 

1.  Fine  red  salt,  12  lb. ;  coarse  salt,  10  lb.  ;  sulphuric 
acid,  1  lb. 

2.  Coarse  sand,  1  lb.  ;  potassium  bisulphate,  2  lb. 

3.  Sand,    40    lb.  ;    calcium    acid    phosphate,    10    lb.  ; 
ammonium  sulphate,  50  lb. 

4.  Sand.  40  lb. ;  calcium  acid  phosphate,  10  lb. ;  iron 
sulphate,  1  lb. 

Brighton  (119/14). — Massage. — Before  practising  massage 
it  would  be  necessary  to  obtain  practical  instruction  in 
addition  to  theoretical  knowledge.  The  books  on  massage 
are  Dowse's  "  Lectures  on  Massage  and  Electricity " 
(Wright,  7s.  6cZ.),  Atkey's  "  Massage  in  Practice "  (Scien- 
tific Press,  2s.  bd.)t  Despard's  "  Text-book  of  Massage "' 
(Frowde,  10s.  td.),  Ellison's  "  Manual  for  Students  of 
Massage  "  (Bailliere,  5s.).  There  is  no  reason  why  a  chemist's 
assistant  should  not  become  a  masseur ;  in  fact,  his  acquaint- 
ance with  local  medical  men  should  aid  him  considerably 
in  starting  the  business  and  obtaining  customers.  It  should 
be  remembered  that  good  health  is  needed  in  the  masseur, 
and  that  massage  involves  much  hard  work.

Sir, — A  deal  has  been  said  of  late  about  "  Coating  Pills," 
and  rendering  them  "  tasteless."  I  have  tried  the  several 
processes  submitted  to  the  trade  from  time  to  time,  and  as 
far  as  my  experience  goes,  not  one  of  them  answers  the 
purpose  described,  particularly  if  the  pills  are  made  with 
amy  of  the  alkalies;  most  certainly  if  made  with  calomel 
they  will,  in  a  short  time,  so  far  deliquesce  as  to  stick 
together,  and  thus  appear  as  if  they  had  been  made  up  a 
long  time,  or  kept  in  a  damp  place.  I  must,  therefore,  Mr. 
Editor,  until  some  more  satisfactory  plan  be  given,  look 
upon  them  all  as  comparatively  worthless,  and  come  to  the 
conclusion  that  not  one  of  them  is  superior  to  the  old  custom 
of  the  Pulv.  Glyc.  Decort. — Yours  very  truly,
